ITISH STEAMER FOUNDERS IN THE 
BAY OF BISCAY. 


Losses of Life and Property Growing in 
Amount as Reports Are Received—An 
Unparalleled Series of Disasters by 
Wind and Wave Has Visited Europe—A 
Vessel Cut Down—Passenger Train De- 
railed—A Father Shoots His Boy and 
Goes Insane From Grief—Minor Casu- 
alties. 


DUBLIN, Nov. 13.—The gale continues to 
scatter wrecks along the coast of Ireland, 
and there has been in Consequence consider- 
able loss of life. The British barque Gylfe, 
Capt. Wilson, 934 tons, from Quebec, on Oct. 
1 for Liverpool, loaded with lumber, has been 
wrecked at Court, on McShorry Bay, near 
Kinsale, Cork. The Gylfe had been experi- 
encing very heavy weather for sometime 
pastand was much battered and strained; 
her sails were little more than shreds, and it 
was impossible forher tomake headway in 
the efforts made to beat off the coast. 

Before this wreckage could be cutaway the 
barque’s main topmast, unable to stand the 
tugging of the running rigging and standing 
rigging connecting it with the deck, was 
carried away just above the head ofthe main 
mast and killed a seaman in falling. The po- 
sitioninp which the Gylfe’s survivors were 
then placed was one of extreme danger. 
There was ro chance of the vessel holding 


* together for any length of timeand the first 
' shot of the rocket apparatus fell short of the 


mark. Happily the second attempt of the 
coast guardsmen was more successful and 
the life-line fell right across the barque’s 
deck. Thecaptainand the remainder of his 
crew then hauled the hawser on board and 
secured it to the mizzen masthead 
below the cross-trees and soon _  aft- 
er the breeches-buoy was hauled on 
board. This was not accomplished, 
however, without another able seaman and 
an apprentice being,washed overboard and 
drowned. The coast guardsmen finally man- 
aged to rescue four seamen Sand the Captain 
of the barque, two other able seamen being 
washed overboard while the rescue was in 
progress and a third being hauled ashore 
dead in the breeches buoy. Thus only the 
Captain and four seamen were rescued out of 
this unlucky crew of thirteen. Strange to say, 
the man who was drowned in the breeches 
buoy, upon leaving Quebec attempted to 
leave the ship, saying that he knew that 
something would happen tothe Gylfe if she 
sailed for Liverpool with thirteen men for 
hercrew. He was so redadiculed by his com- 
rades and others that,under a press of liquor, 


the fatalist seaman was prevailed upon to 


remain on board with the result aiready 
stated. 

The floods in Somersetshire and other parts 
of England are growing worse, and the far- 
mers and others are again plungedintoa 
series of weather losses. The banks of the 
Parret have again burst, and the land which 
uptothe present had escapeda visit from 
the floods is now submerged. The conse- 
quence isthat much misery prevails among 
farm laborers and others of that class, while 
the farmers will feel the effect of the recent 
weather for years to come. 


FOUNDERED AT SEA, 


BRITISH STEAMER FAIRFAX FOUNDERS IN 
THE BAY OF BISCAY.. 


LONDON, Nov. 13.—Stories of wreck and 
disaster caused by the storm continue to be 
received. News has just reached this city of 
the loss at sea of the British steamer Fair- 
fleld. The steamer was bound from the 
Tyne for Genoa, and was caught in the hurri- 
cane on Wednesday last in latitude 47 north, 
longtitude 6 west, just as she was on the 
outer edge of the Bay of Biscay. This storm- 
tossed section of the Atlantic is known for 
the violence of the gales which frequently 
pass over it. Every gale coming from 


the North or from any pointof the compass 
back from North to Southwest hasa clear 
sweep of thousands of miles andthe seas, 
when agitated by storms in thissection of 
the ocean, run with almost phenomenal vio- 
lence. The Fairfield, although a compara- 
tively small steamer, was a staunch Iron ves- 
sel. She was built only a few yearsago. The 
gale, however, proved too much for her, and 
the continual laboringin the tremendous seas 
is supposed to have started some of the 
rivets holding her plates together. The 
water entered the jship, and all 
the pumps were started. Every examina- 
tion made ofthe well showed that, though 
the pumps were working to their greatest 
capacity, the water in the hold was slowly 
butsurely gaining. Finally it rose so high 
that the engine fires were extinguished and 
the vessel wasg4 helpless. The water now 
the holds and the 
steamer began tosettle far below her bear- 
ings. 

At this juncture it was decided to abandon 
Orders had prev fopsly been given for 
the boats to be made ready and 
water and provisions had been laced in 
them.- Nothing remained tobe done but to 

the boats clear of the _ sinkin 

This was a tas 
for the exercise of 
considerable ingenuity. Waterlogged, as the 
steamer was, she had swung intothe trough 
of the sea, and therefore her rolling rendered 
the task anextremely difficult one, as there 
was continual danger of the boats, as they 
hung suspended by their falls from the davits, 
either being dashed to pieces against the side 
of the steamer as she rolled up or filled with 
waterand capsized as she rolled the other 
way. After many attempts all the boats

were got away safely and shaped their course~ 


for the nearest land. After they had been 
afioat for many hours they were picked up 
by passing vessels. Fortunately there is not 
the loss of a single life to chronicte in con- 
nection with the loss of the Fairfield. 


IT COVERED EUROPE, 


THE STORM CARRIED DESTRUCTION TO EVERY 
POINT IT TOUCHED. 


Parts, Nov. 18.—The recent gale caused an 
immense amount of damage in all parts of 
France. Many temporary buildings devoted 
to panoramas, circuses and the like, were 
destroyed. ‘Two persons were killed at 
Pavilly, near Rouen, by falling debris. A 
youth had his neck broken at Havre by being 
struck by the covering ofa van, which had 
been blown off by the gale. Several wrecks 
occurred at Fecampe,on the English channel. 
he rescue of the crews was attended with 


thrilling scenes. Only one man was drowned. 
The fishermen along the coast suffered heavy 
losses in ts and gear. Two smacks of 
Cherbourg, with their crews, numbering ten 
men, are missing. A hos ital at Lorient ook 
fire duringthe gale and the flames spread 
with such rapidity that the ordinary means 
of exit were cut off and the patients had to 
be reached from the windows, Many of the 
patients were injured. The force of the hur- 
ricane extended as faras Marseilles on the 
Mediterranean Sea. At Dunkirk a dynamite 
vessel, which had been abandoned by her 
crew, drifted from her moorings and sabnk. 

A woman was killed at Roubaix by a falling 
chimney during the storm. At Lemans a 
railway guard was blown from his train from 
the violence of the gale and kilied. 


SERIOUS DAMAGE. 
BRUSSELS, Nov. 13,—The storm was felt 
with unusual severity throughout Belgium. 


At Antwerp the shipping in the scheldt suf- 
fered severely. Much damage was done at 
Ghent and other places. 


A VESSEL IN DISTRESS. 

LONDON, Nov. 13.—The British ship Talis- 
man from Tacoma June 12 for Havre, passed 
Deal to-day. She reports that she was thrown 
on her beam ends in the hurricane yesterday, 
and that her cargo was shifted, so that it be- 


came necessary to jettison fifty tons of 
wheat. The cabin, forecastle and galley were 
completely gutted, and much other damage 
was done. Her pumps are choked, and there 
is fourteen inches of water in her hold. 

The fire in the cotton cargo of the steamer 
Chollerton at Havre from New Orleans has 
been extinguished. 


FATAL COLLISION. 
SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Nov. 13.—A rear-end 
collision of two freights occurred on the 
Frisco near Republic this morning, in which 


several cars were derailed and Brakeman A. 
G. Jones was killed. Jones lived in tnis city 
and was married only a short time since. 


PASSENGER TRAIN DERAILED. 

St. PAUL, Minn., Nov. 13.—A_ special to the 
Despatch from Durango, Io., says: Train No. 
1, on the Kansas City road, which left Chi- 
cagoaté6 p. m. Wednesday and was due in 
St. Paul at 7:30a. m. Thursday, left the track 


two miles north of this place on the 7-foot 
dump at 12:20 this morning. The baggage car 
left the track first and pulled the rear 
truck of the tender with it. The 
baggage car, first and second-elass coaches 
were thrown over on their sides down on the 
north side embankment. The three sleeping 
-cars also left the track and the trucks were 
strung around, butthe cars were not over- 
turned. Thetrack wastorn up by the de- 
railment and six coach lengths of 
it had,to be relaid. It required seven 
hours ¢ clear the track,after which the train 
was made up and again started for St. Paul. 
The cause of the accident has not been ascer- 
tained. Engineer McGovern says he was 
running at a speed of about twenty-five miles 
per hourat the time and he madea good 
stop. No passengers were injured and many 
of those in the sleeping cars were not 
awakened, 


COLLISION AT SEA. 
NORFOLK, Va., Nov. 13.—The British steam- 
ships Plymothan and Victory collided yester- 
day off Lamberti’s Point and the damage to 


both vessels was serious. The Plymothian, 
loaded with cotton from New Orleans for Liv- 
erpool, had coaled and was departing for her 
destination, while the Victory, under charter 
of the North American Transport Co., whose 
headquarters are at this port, was bound in- 
ward forcargo. Through accident or from 
other cause, the vessels collided with such 
damage to the former vessel as 
to create a belief for the time being that she 
would sink.. She would have probably gone 
to the bottom had “not “— in that 
vicinity forced hertothe flats. It is belleved 
that the Plymothian’s cargo of cotton is not 
seriously injured,though she was badly stove 
in on one side. The Victory’s bow was stove 
in, the hole being an ugly one.. Both steam- 
ships will require considerable repairing to 
make them seaworthy. On whose shoulders 
the dDlame, ifany, willrestisnot known. No 
one was injured. 


INSANE FROM GRIEF. 
SALEM, Mich., Nov. 13.—Samuel Wilkinson, 
a prominent farmer and Alliance man of this 
vicinity, was out in the woods with his son, 


14 years old. Each hada shotgun. Their fall- 
ure to return Wednesday night caused fifty 
men and boys to explore every inch of the 
forest. They were horrified on finding the 
body of the boy stretched across a log, his 
gun by his side and the gun of the fathera 
few feet away. The boy’s brains were riddled 
with shot in a most frightful manner, and 
death must have been instantaneous. The 
father, however, could not be found, and 
search was without avall, until noon, when 
word was received that Mr. Wilkinson was at 
home. He was found twenty miles from 
home by some acquaintances, who brought 
him to his friends. He was ina crazed con- 
dition and could not make himself intelligi- 
ble. He loved his only son intensely, and the 
theory is that the killing was an accident 
and that the sudden shock was more than the 
father’s mind could bear.

MaTTOON, Ill., Nov. 13.—Peter Hussong, a 
farmer, was struck by the New Orleans lim- 
ited Illinois Central train at Humboldt las 


evening and instantly killed. His team be- 
came unmanageable while he was attempt- 
ing to cross the track. A neighbor who was 
in the wagon escaped with slight injuries. 


A VESSEL CUT DOWN. 
New YorRK, Nov. 13.—William H. Barry, 
captain of the Government boat at EINs 
Island, received a letter yesterday from his 


brother, James Barry, in Mexico, stating 
that an American vessel had been run into in 
the Gulf of Mexico on Nov. 1, by the 
Spanish steamer Cindal Condal. According 
tothe letterthe American vessel, the name 
of whichis unknown, was cut in twoand Is 
supposed to have gone down with all hands 
on board. The writer of the letter wasa 
passenger on the Cindal Condal andsaid the 
collision occurred at3o’clock in tHe morn- 
ing. Spanish Consul-General Arturo Balde- 
sano said he had no reportof such a collision, 
nor had the news been received at the Mar- 
itime £xchange. 


SUNK AT DOVER. 

BREMEN, Nov. 13.—The steamship Lieben- 
stein of this port was sunk to-day in the 
harbor of Dover, England. Dispatches re- 


ceived from that place say that hopes are 
entertained that the Liebenstein will be 


raised. 


MINOR MISHAPS. 


John Molshe, a Chicago laborer, was struck 
by a train and killed in the Harrison street 
freight yards. 

While crossing te Illinois Central tracks at 
Eighteenth street, Chicago, C. E. Leary was 
killed by a freight train. 

Word was received at Chattanooga, Tenn., 
that Gen. Fullerton of Ohio, President of the 
Chickamauga National Park Commission,was 
badly hurt while inspecting the old Dattle- 
field, by the horses attached to the carriage 
in which he was riding running away and 
| throwing the General out. 

J. M. Brown, a trainman, was killed yes- 
terday at Waco, Tex., in a collision between 
the San Antonio & Aransas Pass and the Mis- 
souri, Kansas & Texas roads at South First 
street, where the two roads cross. 


A peculiar accident occurred last Sunday 
afternoon at 295. Duncan Alley, Baltimore, 
at the funerai of Peter Lewis, colored. While 
the minister was preaching over the re- 
mains the floorofthe room gave way .with 
about thirty personsin the room and sank 
three feet to the basement. No one was 
hurt.

THE RED FLAG 


Chicago’s Grim Terror Again As- 
sumes a Menacing Attitude, 


— 


Seventeen Alleged Anarchists Ar- 
raigned in a Police Court. 


PUBLIC OPINION DIVIDED ON THE LE- 
GALITY OF THEIR ARREST. 


Newspaper Comment Condemns the 
Officers for Unwarranted Assumption 
of Authority—Faroical Testimony in 
the Case—Said to Be a New York Plot 
to Injure the Lake City’s Reputation. 


Cuicaco, Ill., Nov. 18.—The seventeen 
alleged Anarchists arrested at last night’s 
meeting were arraigned in Justice Wood- 
man’s court this morning. Jesse Cox repre- 
sented the defendants and Assistant City 
Prosecutor Hines represented the prosecu- 
tion. Mr, Cox moved to discharge the men, 
as there was no written complaint. ‘‘We 
will have complaints, never fear,’’ was 
Hines’ retort,and complaints were made out, 
some for résisting an officer in the discharge 
of his duty and others for carrying concealed 
weapons and disorderly conduct. 

Officer C. J. Gould, who took part in the 
raid, was the first witness. Gould told the 
story of the affair. 

‘‘Myself and seven other officers,’’ said he, 
‘*went to the saloon at 54 West Lake street, 
That was crowded with men. They were ex- 
citedly discussing different meetings and 
cursing the police force. Then we went up- 
stairs on the third and fourth floors, where 
meetings were in progress and broke them 
up?’’ 

‘‘What were they doing in the halls?’’asked 
Attorney Cox. 

**Oh, just holdinga meeting. 
wrangling with one another.’’ 

‘*What did you arrest them for then?’’ 

**Disorderly conduct.’’ 

‘‘What were they doing that was disor- 
derly?’ 

‘‘A cussing and 
h—.’’ 

**What did they say?’’ 

‘‘I heard several say the d—— city ought 
to be be blown to h——. ‘We are stronger 
than ever before and will do it yet.’ ”’ 

The officer could not state whether any of 
the men arraigned had made the incendiary 
remarks or not. 

At the request of Cox the officer pointed 
out several men whom he saw in the saloon. 

Officer Wessler was the next witness, and 
told about the same story. He heardone of 
the Anarchists say: ‘‘The Mayoris a d——n 
dude and we will hang him.’’ 

Officer Wm. Howe, the next witness, wasin 
the front rank of the squad of police. The 
officer had an armful of red flags which ne 
had torn fromthe platform of the hall. One 
of them had the words ‘‘ American —— Group, 
No. 1,’’ inscribed on it in gilt letters. 

‘“That’s a terrible thing to have on a flag,’’ 
said Cox. ‘‘Why did you bring that flag 
along?’’ . 

‘*Because it is the emblem of anarchy, and 
we wanted it for evidence.’’ 

Officer Sullivan told about Officer Gary ar- 
resting a man who had pulleda gun and said: 
‘*Shoot me! Iam ready to die!’’ 

Henry Miller was finally brought up and ad- 
mitted that he was in the hall. He was 
identified by Sullivan and Gary as the man 
who hadthe gun. Officer Fleming and Gary 
repeated the story with few variations. 
Officer Weaver testified to having arrested 
Theodore Heck. 

**What was he doing?’’ was asked, 

‘*Oh, he was just up in the hall.’’ 

‘‘That’s allour witnesses, your honor,’’ 
said Attorney Hines. ‘‘Wewill now intro- 
duce the ordinances and that’s our case.’’ 

Mr. Cox said he intended examining all the 
men arrested andthe justice continued the 
case till 2 o’clock in the afternoon. 

There isa great division of public sentl- 
ment here as to whether the police 
were justified in suppressing last 
nigut’s anarchist meeting and ordering 
the American flag to be unfurled 
at the meeting o? the previous night. Judge 
Tuley’s famous decision was that, except in 
cases of riot, warrants should be obtained 
and direct charges made before the police 
were justified in making arrests. Of course 
this was done last evening anditis not even 
charged that any of the speakers incited to 
riot or did anything more than give utterance 
tothe oft repeated Anarchistic extravagan- 
zas. 

Ex-May6r Harrison, in an editorial in the 
Times this morning, denounces the raid and 
says the law guarantees to American citizens 
the right ofa free speech. Any violation of 
this sacred right except on extraordinary oc- 
casions brings sympathy to men who other- 
wise would meet with contempt. Chief Mc- 
Ciaughrey should remember that this is 
Chicago, and that it is net con- 
fined by the walls of ai $ S8tate’s 
prison, and Mayor Washburne,if he be in 
town, should advise his police force to exer- 
cise discretion. The people wish order main- 
tained andthe law preserved, but they are 
not willing to see violated the very charter of 
our rights to enable ambitious blue coats to 
show their prowess. Chief McOloughrey is 
quoted as saying that New York has sent 
Weissmann here to hurtthe reputation of 
Chicago, If so New York has found in the 
Chief of Police a willing tool to help the 
Anarchists. 

The Herald referring to Inspector Hub. 
bard’s order compelling Anarchists to hoist 
the American flag says: ‘‘The duty to be per. 
formed was to arrestany speaker who pro- 
mulgated treason against the Commonwealth 
of Illinois;to have competent and truthful 
witnesses to testify to his illegal words; to 
take him to the station and hand him over to 
the courts. This isthe mandate of the Con. 
stitution of Illinois; this is the meaning of 
the statute covering violation of its 
provisions for liberty of speech. Instead of

doing this simple duty, Mr. Hubbard ordered 
the President of the meeting to put inan 
American flag on the platform. He had as 
much legal right to order himto read the 
Constitution of the United States to the 
meeting orthe constitution of Illinois or the 
statutes on any subject, or the laws and 
ordinances of the city of Chicago; 
or the Bible or the  spelling- 
book. Not having made an arrest, any act on 
his part disturbing the meeting was illegal. 
He was himself engaged in the anarchy busi- 
ness of violating law. Whatever we may 
think of andrchy we must not become an- 
archists ourselves, The law is sufficient, as 
has been grimly shown, to put down treason. 
The chairman had ejected Hubbard. Had 
riot and massatre ensued Hubbard would 
have been responsible. One Haymarket is 
enough,’’

FIRE RECORD. 


Destructive Blaze ina Pittsburg Suburb— 
Other Losses. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., NOv. 13.—A fire in the 
Lawrenceville district early this morning 
destroyed Fea’s drug store, Kouts’ carriage 
manufactury, J. B. Laird’s confectionary, 
store-room and stable of the Citizens’ Trac- 
tion Co., J. J. Slattery’s pool-room, the 
Wildwood Dairy and a boarding-house. The 
fire started in a shed on Thirty-fourth street 
in the rear, and is @elleved to have been in- 
cendiary. The flames spread so rapidly that 
the boarders barely escaped with their lives, 
and lost all their clothing. The total loss wy]ll 
reach $75,000, and the insurance about $50,000, 


OIL ON FIRE. 

LIVERPOOL, Nov, 13.—A most extraordinary 
conflagration occurred in thiscity to-day. 
Animmense wholesalé drug store belonging 
to Evans & Co. caught fire and the flames 
spread toacellarin which several thousand 
gallons of castor olland cod liver oil were 
stored. These oils burned witha flerceness 
more easily imagined than described, rising 
in one furious, torch-like flame hundreds of 
feet above the groundand visible for miles 
outside the most distant outskirts of this 
city. Thelossin castor oll and cod liver oil 
alone estimated at $75,000, 


SPARKS. 

Atan early hour yesterday morning th 
general store of Murdoch & Reeves, together 
with eight other stores at Oakwood, near Pal- 
estine, Tex., burned. The loss is $250,000; in- 
surance, $4,000. 


The dwelling, stables, fences and some of 
the stock on the ranch of Jesus Chantelaria, 
near Albuquerque, N. M., were burned 
Wednesday night, The fire was due to heated 
branding irons. 


Silver City, Mills County, Io., was devas- 
tated by fire early yesterday morning to the 
extent of $100,000 loss. 


Ybor City, a suburb of Tampa, Fla., was 
almost entirely destroyed by fire yesterday 
morning. Loss, $300,000; insurance, $125,009. 


Yesterday the Chicage Consolidated Bot- 
ling Co.’s works were damaged by fire to the 
amount of $50,000, fully covered by insur- 
ance. 


SUICIDES. 


Sought Escape From a Depraved Husband 
—Other Cases. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Nov. 13.—The suicide of 
Mrs. James O’Neil, wife of a wealthy con- 
tractor, has caused a sensation. Monday 
evening last, Mrs. O’Nell, who had been liv- 
ing in an elegantly furnished flat with her 6- 
year-old boy, took a big dose of laudanum 
and forced her boy to dothe same. She died, 
but the boy recover Before her death Mrs. 
O’N eiltoldaf ‘that she was tired of life 
because her husband was living with another 
woman named Roberts. After Mrs. O’Neil’s 
death, her husband and the woman he pre- 
ferred to his wife had the body taken to their 
rooms and conducted a lively wake. At the 
funeral O’Nell and Mrs. Roberts were the 
chief mourners. 


HE LEFT TWO LETTERS. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—The dead body of 
Arnin Friedman, formerly a Lieutenant in 
the Austrian army, was found yesterday in 


Central Park. A bullet hole in his right tem- 
ple, and a couple of letters in his pocket 
showed that be had taken his own life. The 
letters were as follows:

A DELICATE MISSION. 


Alleged Purpose of Mgr. O’Brien’s Visit 
to Canada. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 13.—A Quebec dispatch 
confirms the report of the presence in Canada 
of Mgr. O’Brien. The object of his visit is 
being Kepta secret in ecclesiastic circles, It 
isnow said upon unusually well informed 
authority to be for the performance of a 
most delicate and important mission. Mer. 
O’Brien is one of the most learned and able 
ofthe papal diplomats. His mission is said 
to be a careful inquiry into the relations of 


the church in Canada and specially in the 
province of Quebec to politics.. It is no secret 
here that, notwithstanding the exceptionally 
high honors showered from Rome upon 
Premier Mercier, there is still a large amount 
of rivairy between the Premier and some of 
the Bishops of the province. Some of the 
Bishops with whom Mercier isin political 
conflict are believed to have considered it 
their duty to inform the Vatican of the boodle 
scandals with which his name is now associ- 
ated.

A DOUBLE TRAGEDY. 


—— 


Mrs. Gretchen Linsenbager and Her 
Son the Victims. 


ROBBERY WAS THE MOTIVE OF THE 
MURDEROUS MARAUDERS. 


No Clue Obtained of the Perpetrators—Evi- 
dence Being Collected in the Barnaby 
Case—Conspiracy to Kill Unearthed in 
Troy, N. Y.—A German Defaulter Sur- 
renders Himself—Criminal News. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Nov. 13.—A horrible double 
murder was committed last night the vic- 
tims of which are Mrs. Gretchen Linsen- 
bager, who keeps a saloon at 44 South Clark, 
and her 15-year-old son, George. The woman 
was choked to death by unknown robbers, 
who then beat and choked the boy until life 
left his body. Mother and son were left lying 
dead inthe saloon. The murders were evi- 
dently for the purpose of robbery, The till 
had been forced open and the drawers behind 
the bar ransacked, There is as yet noclew 
to the murderers. 

The murder was discovered by Mr. Gruen- 
wald, a coal merchant, who attempted to en- 
ter the saloon about 9 a.m. for a glass of 
Deer. He found the front door closed and it 
opened but aninchtohistouch. He pushed 
the door against some obstacles piled 
against it and forced his way to the interior. 
There he saw Mrs. Lensenhager seated in the 
center of the room, her head lying on a table 
and her outstretched arms thrown in front of 
her. Gruenwald, supposing that the woman 
was sick or sleeping, shook her and in doing 
so threw her lifeless body from the 
chair and exposed her neck, from which the 
clothing had been torn, blackened and bruised 
and bearing the plainly marked imprint of 
fingers which had clutched the throat. 

Calling for help, Gruenwald rushed from 
the saloon. The police detail entered the 
house and their experienced eyes noticed that 
the tit had been forced open and the 
drawers behind the bar ransacked. A hasty 
glance around and they entered the rear of 
the house, where Mrs. Lensenhager occupied 
three apartments. In one of these lying 
stretched on the bare floor was found the 
body of the boy, George. On his neck 
were marks of fingers, and his 
face was blackened and bruised by 
blows. His head was covered with con- 
tusions and on the neck of his flannel waist 
was the well-defined mark of a bloody heel. 
The room showed ‘further signs of the work 
of the marauders. The bed-clothing was 
torn from the beds, drawers were pulled from 
the bureau and their contents scattered all 
over the floor, partially covering the mur- 
dered boy. 

Inspector Marsh and Capt. Shippey to- 
gether with a dozen detectives are hard at 
work upon the case. Inspector Marsh, 
upon his arrival at the scene, made 
a hasty inquiry and found that 
two men had been seen in 
the place at 11 o’clock last night. These 
were the last customers in the place. The 
Inspector Is strongly of the opinion that 
the two men in question are the ones 
that committed the crime, and that it was 
for the purpose of robbery. The Inspector 
has been furnished with an accurate des- 
cription of thetwomen,. He called his de- 
tectives together and after giv- 
ing them descriptions of the 
two men last seen in the place 
sent them out with instructions to find the 
men atall hazards. Officers are now scour- 
ing the city and itis confidently ‘expected 


that the two men will be found before night- 
fall. 


CONSPIRACY TOMURDER. 


Troy, N. Y., Nov. 13.—The police here are 


investigating what has every color ofa con- 
spiracy to murder. Afew days ago Mrs. 
Charles Fietz who was dying at one ofthe 


hospitals confessed to her husband that she 
had $2,000 insurarce placedon his ife and 
had been giving him poison for three months 
to cause his death. Fletz has been sick most 
of the time since last August, and was 
uzzied as to what caused it. His 
1ealth had always been of the best. The fol- 
lowing tell-tale letters have been found, 
showing that Mrs. Fietz was in correspond- 
ence with a woman —s herself Mon- 
keith, who it seems was furnishing the 
poison, and these letters are as follows: 


Troy, N. Y., Sept. 8, 1891. 

DEAR MRS. MONKEITH—I am very disappointed to 
not hear from you this morning, and I suppose you 
are very ne I hope you got my letter that I wrote 

ou last week. I hope you will come to Troy by next 
sunday and I will pay yourfare, If you only would 
come, I have got lots of things totellyou. I want 
you to come as soon as possible to finish up the 
things, you know, with him. 

‘*‘His dangerous day is Monday and Thursday. 
This is the day he is around the machines. George 
he wants to goaway. He wants to f° with him, and 
of course if he goes I am afraid 1 will lose money,and 
of course you know yourself I can’t go or do anythin 
of the kind until the otherathing is over withhim. O 
course I don’t blame him a bit that he does not want 
to stay home any longer. Ofcourse I see very well 
what his people are looking for. Of course I don’t 
want to say anything to him aboutit. and I want you 
to fix bim what you told me, so as he cannot help 
himself. If 1 was only single to-morrow ae 
would be all right, and I hope you will tend to it. 
hope you will come here and finish it. So quick as 
finished I will pay you what I told you. 

Now will you please answer the same day you get 
my letter? I am very anxious to hear from you. 
When will you be here, and when can I expect any- 
thing going on? I wish they wereallover, Yours 
respectfully, Mrs. Fixrz.

Collapse of Financier W. F. Baird’s Sky 
Rocket Career. 


FORGED PAPER ISSUED TO COVER LOSSES 


IN A SOAP BUBBLE COLONY. 


A Deficit of $100,000 Discovered in the 
Enterprising Banker’s Accounts =< 
Means Taken to Protect the Colonists 
~—Smith & Co.’s Preferences— Another 
Boston Bank Closes Its Doors. 


FRESNO, Cal., Nov. 13.—The fact has be- 
come public that W. F. Baird, until recently 
vice- president and manager of the Bank of 
Madeira, located at Madeira, in the northern 
part of thig county, is short in his accounts 
to the amount of nearly $100,000. Baird came 
to Madeira from Pennsylvania a few years 
ago and in connection with John Brown or- 
ganized the Bank of Madeira and what is 
known as the John Brown Colony. Some 
residents of Madeira also became stockhold- 
ers and directors. The capital stock of the 
bank was $100,000, witha paid-up capital of 
$25,000. Acolony was projected and lands 
sold to about three hundred cojontsts in dif- 
ferent States andin counties in California, 
the principle being that of term payments, 
as money was needed to develop the land. 
Whatever work was done on the colony lots 
seems to have been well done, But Baird, it 
is understood, began using coionists’ money 
for bis private schemes. One large scheme 
in which he sank considerable money was 
an attempt to coloniza a large 
tract of iand in Southern Ualifornia. 
As the losses grew Baird began to issue forged 
notes and deposit them in pla¢e of money 
used. The forging of checks and drafts fol- 
lowed, and later overissuing of stock, to 
which he forged the signature of Reuben 
Roberts, a wealthy resident of Madetra and 
President of the bank. Owing to irregulart- 
ties, particulars of which were not fully 
Known at. the time, the Pacific Bank of San 
Francisco assumed control of the Madetra 
Bank in order to fully secure themselves 
against an overdraft by the Madetra Bank of 
$90,000. Baird was deposed and the Pacific 
Bank has remained in charge ever since. He 
has made slight restitution and large prom- 
ises,and as yet noarrest has been made. 
The Pacific Bank is protecting the colonists 
to the fullest extent, and improvements of 
the colony lands are progressing steadily. 
The managers of colonies in and near Fresno 
denounce Baird’s methods tn the strongest 
possible terms, saying his schemes and plang 
have been visionary from the first. 


SMITH & CO.'’S PREFERENCES. 

NEw York, Nov. 13.—Messrs. Smith &Co., 
in their assignment, give preferences which 
will approximate $150,000 in amount. The 
abilities are over $200,000. The nominal as- 
sets are given asthe same amonnt, but the 
actual assets much less. The firm has been 
in difficulties for some time, and. the prefer- 
ences are for money borrowed by the firm or 
held in deposit by them as agents. The com- 
pany are owners and agents for salling ves- 
sels and have done a large business In New 
England andthe British provinces, Florida 
and the West Indies. 


A FRESNO FAILURE. 

FRESNO, Cal., Nov. 15.—The fallure of 8. N. 
Straube of this place has been made public. 
Straube is an old resident here and has been 
largely interested in various enterprises, but 
of late years has devoted his time and means 
mostly to raising fine horses. The fallureis 
generally attributed to losses in connection 
with his stables. Liabilities may reach $150,- 
000 with assets of possibly $100,000. A large 
amount of the assets cannot be realized on 
for some time. 


TRADE DEPRESSED. 

FALL RIVER, Mass., Nov. 13.—The quarterly 
report of corporations here shews the con- 
continued Sy te of the print cloth 
trade. From the statistics furnished by G. 
M. Hoffords Co. ittappears that nearly one- 
third of them have failed to pay dividends 
and others are known to be drawing their 
surplus funds.

The Nationalists Reported Victorious in 
the First Battle of the Rebellion—A 
General Uprising Seems Probable— 
Provinces Which Have Refused to Ac- 
cept the New Order of Things—The 


Navy’s Strength. 


LONDON, Nov. 13.—Even the most alarming 
reports from Brazil are confirmed to-day by a 
‘dispatch received by a leading financial house 
having large interests in Brazil, This mes- 
sage, so far as untangled from the cipher 
complications in which it has been wrapped, 
says, in substance: 

‘* Affairs in Brazil look bad. A generalup- 
heaval throughout the Republic is probable, 
with the result very uncertain. 

‘*Several of the States are known to be in 
revolt and troops of some of the garrisons 

are joining with the opposition. 

‘«Fonsecg cannot rely upon the navy. His 
health is bad, and he cannot long stand the 
mental and physical strain of the situation. 

‘‘There is fighting goingon somewhere, 

and itisreported thatthe Dictator’s forcess 
have been defeated. 

‘*Exchange is dropping and financial af- 
fairs look blue. Paper money is under a 
cloud. Prices of everything rising. 

‘‘The presence Ofastrong British fleet in 
Brazilian waters would have a good effect. 


‘‘The opposition tothe Dictator, who have | 


taken the name of Nationalists, seem to be 
gaining every hour. Much bloodshed seems 


inevitable’ 

From the above synopsis of the situation it 
will be seen that the worst is to be feared. 
Other and similar messages, some of them 
giving more details and still belng of a de- 
cidedily more sensational character, have 
been received in London during the last few 
hours. Of course, the fact is*not lost sight 
of that English financiers and merchants 
are, in some cases, not adverse to receiving 
and spreading bad news from Brazil. They 

‘are mot in favor of the United States reci- 
procity treaty with that country and some 
of them would make handsome profits at a 
slump in Brazilian securities. 

FIGHTING REPORTED. 

Further fighting ts reported in Brazil, and 
the opposition forces are again credited with 
a victory, but the spot wherethe battle was 
fought is not stated, but it supposed to 
have been in the vicinity of Santa Anna, near 
Porto Allegre, the capital of Rio Grande 
Do sul. A number of other towns in addition 

.to Porto Allegre are reported to have 
hoisted the flag of the National party of 
Brazil, and large bodies vf troops are being 
raised in the provinces with the ultimate in- 
tention, it is said, of advancing upon the 

Dictator’s headquarters at Sao Paulo. 

Itisnow said that Da Fonseca’s 
leaving Rio Janeirofor Sao Paulo, was un- 
doubtediy caused by the two facts already 
mentioned in these dispatches; namely that

The Governor of the Rio Grande do Sul, who 
is an adherent of Da Fonseca’s party, has 
assured the supporters of the Dictator in that 
province thata fleet of Brazillian war vessels 
will shortly arrive off the coast of Rio Grande 
do Sul, and that no quarter will be shown to 
_ those who have revolted against the Govern- 
ment.

IN THE FIELD. 

Da Fonseca, from Sao Paulo, is dispatching 
some of the troops he has concentrated there 
to the assistance of Gov. Castillo, in Rio 
Grande do Sul, and the National party is said 
to be determined, if possible, not to allow the 
junction of those forces to be accomplished 
withouta struggle. If Da Fonseca allows the

A later message says that Da’ Fonseca’s 
reinforcements are tobe embarked on board 
war Vessels and transports, and that they 
will be sent to Rio Grande do Sul by sea. The 
Nationalists are credited with having maae 
arrangements to placea force of 7,000 men, 
horse, foot and artillery, in the fleld. 

It is of these facts and taking into consider. 
ation the continued strict censorship ob- 
Served over all telegraph andcable offices in 
Brazil, no attention is paid here tothe denials 
sent out by Fonseca’s orders to the effect that 
all Brazilian Ministers abroad are to continue 
todeny ‘‘alarming reports spread through 
Europe in regard to the restoration of mon- 
archy and disturbance of public order in 
Brazil.’’ In the same breath these orders 
Say that ‘‘Rio de Janeiro’’ is perfectly quiet 
(which is not denied, though De Fonseca its 
supposed ;to have left that place for Sao 
Paulo), but the orders to-the Brazilian Min- 
ister in London, add that quiet prevails 
inall States (except Rio Grande do Sul) 
where it is explained: ‘‘The new Government 
has taken measures to)}put down the conflict 
arising fromthe struggle tor supremacy be- 
tween the two parties.’’ If the British Min. 
ister here is ordered to continue denying 
‘‘alarming’’ reports as to ‘‘disturbances of 
public order in Brazul’’ how can he doso 
when the orders sént to him contain the ad. 
mission that there is a revolution in progress 
in Rio Grande do Sul? The fact is that the 
situation is much more serious than even the 
most alarming reports have set forth. 

The London Telegraph is in receipt of a 
Cablegram to-day from Rio Janetro stating 
that the Province of Grao-Para has declared 
against the Dictator of Brazil. The Governor 
and State Assembly have determined to se. 
cede fromthe United States of Brazilif the 
Dictator adheres to his purpose of coercing 
the provinces into recognition of his rule.

THE REVOLT SPREADS. 


GROWTH OF THE SECESSION MOVEMENT IN RIO 
GRANDE DO SUL. — 

New YorkK, Nov. 13.—To day cables from 
South America give the latest intelligence of 
the progress of the secession movement in 
Rio Grande do Sul. The revolt against Dic- 
tator Fonseca continuesto spread. The in- 
surgents’ ranks are increasing in size hourly 
and the rebels show great boldness, One 
band, fully armed, has captured the town of 
Santa Anna, on the River Sinow, north of the 
Capital, Porto Alegre. They were led by 
Gen. Fernandez. A number of prisoners were 
taken. Very little resistance was made to 
the rebels, and as a consequence no one was 
killed or wounded in the capture of the place. 
This would indicate that Santa Anna, which 
has a population of about 2,500, was at heart 
friendly to the revolutionists. Notwithstand- 
ing the report that the garrison of Yugaraon 
had gone over to the insurgents it is now 
stated that the town itself remains faithful 
to the cause of Fonseca. 

Yugaraon, Santa Victoria and Porto Alegre 
are said tobe the only towns that support 
the dictatorship. All the others in Rio 
Grande do Sul are said to have espoused the 
side of the rebels. 

The revolutionists are reported to have 
raised large bodies of volunteer troops, In- 
cluded in their forces are five regiments of 
infantry and one of cavalry, which deserted 
Fonseca as soon as the revolt was pro- 
claimed. 

The plans of the insurgents are not fully 
understood, but it is sald that they will lose 
no time in attacking the towns of Yugaraon, 
Santa Victoria and Porto Alegre, which 
remain now to the Dictator. Their object 
seems to be to gain possession of these places 
before the arrival of the gunboats, monitors 
and transports which Fonseca has_ sent 
against them. 

There are some 6,000 Brazilian soldiers in 
Rio Grande do Sul. They form nearly one- 
half of all the Government forces. The spirit 
of discontent has often manifested itself in 
their ranks.

DIPLOMATIC SERVICE, 


FONSECA WILL RETAIN HIS PRESENT REPRE- 
SENTATIVES—MAYRING RESIGNS, 


PARIS, Nov. 13.—An official telegram was 
received in this city to-day from Rio Janeiro 
regarding the Brazillan diplomatic service 
and the condition of the finances of that 
country. The dispatch states that all the 
legations hitherto established in the various 
Luropean and other countries will be main- 
tained. 

Relative to [the financial situation in 
Brazil, at leastsofaras the Government is 
concerned, the dispatch says that all the 
conditions are extremely satisfactory to the 
authorities. The Government expects that 
its receipts will be such as tomakea surplus 
after all the expenses of the administration 
are met. The Treasury now holds the sum of 
30,000 centos of reis In cash. This amount, 
added to the surplus remaining from preced- 
ing fiscal yearsandto the sums remaining 
fromthe loans recently negotiated by the 
Government, givesareserve exceeding 60,- 
009 centos of reis, 

Senhor Mayring (who has been referred to 
asthe Mephistophiles ofthe Brazilian situa- 
tion), President of the Bank of thejRepublic, 
has resigned. It is expected that Baron 
Gautry will succeed himasthe head of that 
institution. Itis probable that senhor May- 
ring will retain his positionas a member of 
the Board of Directors. 

MEN FOR THE SHIPS. 
FONSECA HAS HIS PRESS GANGS AT WORK—THE 
BRAZILIAN NAVY. 


BUENOS AYRES, Argentine, Nov. 123.—Ad- 
vices received to-day from Brazil show that 
Fonseca is making a strong effort to man his 
warships. There have been many desertions 
fromthe navy, and the ships are short of 
men. The press gangs are at workin Riode 
Janeiro and other ports, impressing all ell- 
gible citizens they can lay hands on, 

The last oficial report of the naval service 
ssows that the navy includes four sea-go- 
ing Wd six coast-defense armor clads, five 
first-class, six second-class and three third- 
Class torpedo- boats, besides a torpedo-school- 
ship. Ofunprotected vessels there are two 


first-class and two second-class cruisers, two 
training corvettes, nine screw gunboats, 
eight paddle-wheel gunboats,two transports, 
one battery-tender and anumberof atxillary 
steamers and other vessels. 

The two most powerful vessels are the 
Riachulo (5,600 tons displacement), and a 
smaller vessel, the Aquidaban. Both vessels 
are protected by a belt of steel-faced armor, 
havinga maximum thickness of 11 inches. 
Fach vessel hastwo turrets protected by 10- 
inch armor. The principal armament con- 
sists of four 20-ton breech-loading guns car- 
riedin theturrets, andan auxillary arma- 
ment of sixinone ship and in the other four 
70-pounders and machine guns. Both vessels 
are built of steel, sheathed with wood and 
metal. They have a good sSail-spread and 
are capable of keeping the sea for long 
periods. 

The Solimoes and Javariare two powerful 
double-turreted ships of light draught, suit- 
able for coast defense or river service. Each 
carries four 10-inch Whitworth guns. 

The naval forces comprise 5,790 officers and 
men. There are five naval arsenals—one 
each at Rio Janeiro, Para, Pernambuco, Ba- 
hia and Ladario de Matto Grosso. Of course 
in the event of hostilities, there would be a 
chance that the arsenals at Para and Bahia 
the capitals of two of the revolting 
provinces, would fall intothe hands of the 
provincial authorities and the ammunition 
etc., in them would be used against the Dic- 
tator’s forces.

LET CHILI BEWARE. 
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How Gherardi’s Fleet Could Silence the 
Forts of Valparaiso. 


LIST OF THE FIGHTING SHIPS UNDER 
THE ADMIRAL’S FLAG. 


They Are Ordered to Report to Him in 
Chilian Waters—A Demonstration to 
Be Made by the United States Cruis- 
ers—An American’s Views of the Sit- 
uation, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. %.—There is to be 
a change made at once in tie assignment of 
vessels recently dispatched from New York 
and those now getting ready for sea, and 
that the United States means to make a naval 
demonstration in Chillan waters is now fre- 
garded as a certainty. 

The new arrangement will place Admiral 
Gherardi with the flagship San Francisco, 
which recently touched at St. Thomas, in 
command of this fleet of cruisers, which are 
to demonstrate to the Chillans that the 
United States hasafighting navy. The At- 
lanta, Concord and Bennington are all to sail 
on Sunday or Monday for Chillan waters. 
The Charleston has already been ordered to 
return from the Asiatic stationto the South 
Pacific. This change will result in placing 
under the command of Admiral Gherardi at 
Valparaiso a fieet of which no naval officer 
may be ashamed, 

WHAT IT MAY MEAN. 

Itis not intended here to make the predic- 
tion that this fleet will immediately proceed 
to bombard the forts and city of Valparaiso, 
but such anevent is not an improbability. 
But no matter what may be the result of this 
warlike array of fighting ships on the Chillan 
coast of the Pacific, a comparison of their 
strength with the defenses of Valparaiso is 
of interest. 

The city of Valparaiso lies on the 
shore of a harbor, semi-circular in 
form, at the base of a line of hills and Is pro- 
tected by earthand masonry works, mount- 
ing a moderate number of 9-inch Krupp 
breech loading rifles, throwing projectiles 
weighing 263 pounds each, witha muzzle ve- 
locity of 1,421 feet a second. 

The guns are markedly inferior to our navy 
eight-inch guns, which throw a 250-pound 
shell with a velocity of 2,050 feet a second. In 
fact this Krupp gun has a muzzle energy 
only sixty per cent greater than the Ameri- 
can six-inch rifle, and asthe latter has an 
initial velocity of 2,100 feet a second its tra- 
jectory is flatter and its accuracy greater 
than the Krupp nine-inch, whiie its range is 
about the same. 

The American vessels which the future 
may see attacking this position are the Balti- 
more, Bennington, Yorktown, Boston, Phil- 
adelphia, Charleston, San Francisco, 
Newark, Atlantic and the Petrel. These ships 
mount in all—omitting the Petrel—i0 8-inch 
and 78 6-Iinch high powered breech-loading 
rifles. Ofthese8 8-inch and 389 6-inch guns 
can bear upon an enemy on either beam, 
They carry also such anumber of 6-pounder, 
8-pounder and 1-pounder rapid fire guns, 
revolving cannon and Gatling guns that an 
attempt to attack them with torpedoes from 
such craft as the Almirante Condell and the 
Almirante Lynch would be fatal to the latter. 
The Chillan torpedo cruisers which sank the 
Blanco Encalada would not catch ae of our 
vessels asleep as the latter was caught. 

DEATH-DEALING PROJECTILES. 

The weight of metal thrown at one broad- 
side by our fleet above described would be 
2,000 pounds in 8-inch shells and 8,900. in 6- 
inch shells, It would be such a storm of bolts 
and fragments as would make a shambles of 
anordinary fort and would probably even 
break the chases off guns behind armored 
casements if they projected from their cover. 

If, therefore, it should be absolutely neces- 
sary for Admiral Gherardi to attack a forti- 
fied fort and to shell the city,he would doubt- 
less follow the plan adopted by Rear Admiral 
Dupont at Hilton Head during our civil war. 

His heavier ships, the Philadelphia, the 
Baltimore the Boston, the Charleston, the 
Newark, the San Francisco and the Atlanta, 
would steam around ana around ina flat 
ellipse across the faceof the harbor, as 
shown in the accompanying illustration, It 
might be desirable to pluce the Bennington 
the Concord andthe Yorktown ina secon 
line just inside the ellipse, to keep a lookout 
for torpedo vessels and torpedoes, They 
could also do great damage to the town if it 
was within range of their Pinca guns.

BISMARCK DEFIANT. 


The Ex-Chancellor Tells His Side of 
the Story. 


VERBATIM REFORT @F HIS ROW WITH 
THE EMPEROR. 


Notwithstanding the Monarch’s Recent 
Threat to Arrest and Punish Him If 
He Revealed State Secrets, He Lays 
Bare the Facts—The Ruler’s Hasty 
Mood and the Statesman’s Firmness. 


LONDON, Nov. 13.—The Swiss correspond- 
ent of the Daily News reports an interview 
with a confidential friend of the Emperor, in 
which the latter said that Bismarck had 
given him the following exact account of his 
quarrel with the Emperor: 

**Saturday, March 15, 1890, at 8 o’clock in 
the morning, while I was still in bed, I was 
informed that the Emperor was waiting to 
see me in Count Herbert Bismarck’s apart- 
ment, at the office of the Secretary of State. 
When I entered the room, the Emperor re- 
ceived me with the following words, spoken 
in a tone of the most vehement reproach: 

‘***A short time ago you forbade the Min- 

‘*s to make their reports directly to me, 
.absolutely wish that my Ministers shall 
rt themselves personally to me.’ ’’ 

‘Your Majesty,’ answered I, ‘by virtue of 
\w I alone am atthorized and charged to 
» direct reports to your Majesty. This is 
iutely necessary if the proceedings of the 
ernment areto havea firm, united char- 
ar, If, within the last few weeks, some 
wisters have got into the way of making 
reports to your Majesty, itis in opposition to 
the law,,which gives this right to the Chan- 
cellor of your Majesty alone. But as soon as 
your Majesty orders me I will yield to your 

wishes and propose a change in the hw.’ 

‘*In a stillexcited tone his Majesty, William 
II., said: ‘In the workingman’s questions, 
also, my plans met with your persistent op- 
position. I look to measures which I con- 
sider useful being carried out thoroughly.’ 

‘* *] don’t oppose the improvements which 
your Majesty thinks of introducing,’ was my 
reply; ‘but my years of experience tells me 
that some of them need certain modifications 
which are absolutely necessary, and I shall 
have the honor of submitting them to your 
Majesty.’ 

‘**No, no; no modifications,’ jinterrupted 
the Emperor. ‘I wish my ordersto De car- 
ried out just as I gave them.’ 

‘*The severity of this expression of will at 
last exhausted my calmness, and Isaid: ‘I 
think Ican perceive that my services are not 
fortunate enough to please your Majesty and 
that some thoughts exist of getting rid of 
me.’ 

‘*The Emperor madea confirmatory _gest- 
ure with his hand, upon which I continued: 
‘In that case there is nothing else for metodo 
but to hand your Majesty my resignation. I 
should only like to beg your Majesty to let me 
remain in office until May, so that I may per- 
sonally defend the military bills in the Reich- 
stag, asI fear that my successor may find it 
dificult to break the opposition in Parlla- 
ment.’ 

‘‘While I was speaking the Emperor shook 
his head several times, and at last said, ‘No, 
no.’ I bowed, without saying a word, and 
waited fora sign from the Emperor to with- 
draw. After a few painful moments of silence 
his Majesty said, in a still much excited 
tone: ‘There is still a word to be said about 
your mysterious negotiations with Dr. 
Windthorst. Iknow you receive him in your 

“house, and I forbid these meetings.’ 

‘*During all this I had kept my temper with 
the greatest trouble, but now I broke out and 
said; ‘I know qulte well that for some time I 
have been surrounded by spies and tale 
bearers who watch every stepltake. Itis 
true—againIsay it is true—thatI have in- 
vited Dr. Windthorst in order to discuss cer- 
tain things with him; but itis not only my 
right, itis my duty to have communication 
with skilled politicians, whether they be 
members of Parliament or not, and nobody, 
not even your Majesty, will be able to pre- 
vent my doing so.’ 

After these words, spoken in the greatest 
excitement, the Emperor dismissed the 
Chancellor with a simple movement of the 
hand. Andso ended this fateful scene be- 
tween the young sovereign and the old Chan- 
cellor, and a guif was formed which can 
never be bridged over. 


GENERAL FOREIGN.

Rome, Nov. 13.—At the International Peace 
Congress in session in this citya leading 
speech was made by Mrs. Mary Frost 
Ormsby of New York, who is_ the 
head of the American delegation.

Ormsby’s subject was, ‘‘The Real Cause and 
the Real Cure of War.’’ In her opinion land 
monopoly is the primary cause Of war. The 
speech was heard with close attention and at 
the close warmly applauded.

The son, who had been West, and who had 
not seen his father in a long time, came for- 
ward after his father’s death, and declared 
that he was the beloved son mentioned in 
the will. To get at the testator’s intention 
Surrogate Ransom admitted testimony of 
conversations had with Monoghan before his 
death, and after hearing all this evidence he 
decided that the illegitimate son was the one 
mentioned in the will. The legitimate son by 
the first wife undoubtedly will now bringa 
suit to break the will. Five hundred thousand 
dollars is involved.

A DEAD MAN’S MONEY. 


Curious Revelations Come of the Scramble 
for Jonathan Hunt’s Wealth. 


NEw YORK, Nov. 13.—When the war of 1812 
broke out a certain Widow Hunt, livingon a 
farm near what is now the seat of Colgate 
University, In Hamilton, then a settlement, 
gave birthtoa son, over whose paternity 
gossips -wagged their tongues, but for whose 
being no man was ever held responsible. 

Living near Hamilton was Samuel R.Smith, 
a well-known business man. In 1820 Smith’s 
wife died, and shortly afterward he married 


the Widow Hunt, perhaps by this act tacitly 
acknowledging the wrong he had done her. 
Be that as it may, Jonathan Hunt, the 
reputed illegitimate son, was never publicly 
acknowledged by Samuel R. Smith to be his 
son. From this marriage were born three 
children—Adon, Sidney and Charlotte, after- 
ward Mrs. Adains—whowere always spoken 
ofas half-brothers and half-sisterof Jona- 
than Hunt. 

Jonathan Hunt, while yet a boy, wentto 
New York City and becamea Dbootblack and 
newsboy. He prospered, and at 35 he was 
spoken of asa wild speculator. But as the 
money flowed in he invested it in land on 
Manhattan Island andin the South. 

In.the meantime Jonatnan’s mother had 
died and her husband had married again, 
and by the third marriage other children 
were born. 

By 1845 Jonathan Hunt was reputed one of 
the wealthiest men in America. He possessed 
millions, but his eecentricity was the talk of 
New York. In January, 1847, Jonathan Hunt 
was in Charleston, 8. C. Early on the even- 
ing of the 17th of that month he left his hotel 
fora short walk, from which he never re- 
turned. None that knew him ever sawor 
heard of him again. 

To-day the descendants of Samuel R. Smith 
are trying at the special term of the Supreme 
Court of New York to prove that Jonathan 
Hunt wasthe son of Samuel R. Smithand 
that they are ofthe blood of Jonathan Hunt 
througn the father, who never owned him as 
ason in his lifetime. If these allegations 
shall be proved then Hope A. Lemon of North 
Newburg, Mich.; Helen Vesey, La Grange, 
Ind.; R. 6. Smith of Rochester, Mich., and 
about fifty others, descendants of Samuel R. 
Smith, by his third marriage; will claim to be 
entitled as heirs at law of Sidney Smith,luna- 
tic, deceased, one of the devisees and heirs 
of Jonathan Hunt, to seven-ninths of all Sid- 
hey Smith’s real and personal estate, now 
said to be valued at much over $1,500,( nd 
consisting of properties in New York ity, 
and in Alabaima and other Southern States. 

The case was opened to-day before Judge 
Parker. Senator John E. Smith of Morris- 
ville, ex-Congressman Mason and 8.W.White 
of Hamiltonand Judge Countryman of Al- 
bany appeared for the plaintiffs, and W. 
Mann, Jobn E. Parsons and ex-Judge Russell 
for the defendants.

When it twas known 
that’‘the Lindbiom quotations had been cut 
off R. H. Nichol, who supplies nearly all the 
pucketshops of the South and West with quo- 
tations, offered to do the same for the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, The proposition 
met with much favor,” and will 
‘be acted on at the next meeting of the board 
of directors. There wasa great deal of talk 
concerning the attitude of the Chicago Board 
of Trade, on the floor. The official quota. 
tions were stopped for the purpose 
of driving the bucket shops out 
of business. The consequence is that the 
bucket shops alone are in receipt of the 
quotations, an arrangement greatly totheir 
advantage. Asan instance may be taken the 
experience of John A. Warren to-day. He 
was telegraphed by a Chicago house to ascer- 
tain the reason why no more orders were 
sent. Herepliedthat the Chicago Board of 
Trade had so manipulated matters that the 
bucket-shops received the quotations that 
were denied the Merchants’ Exchange.

TO-DAY, 


They Have Been Out Since Wednesday 
Night—Ballots Taken—Some of the Six 
Who Are Said to Have Favored the Ar- 
kansas Treasurer’s Acquittal—History 
of the Case.

The case will now, of course, have to be 
tried again, but the date has not yet been 
fixed,

court when the foreman of the jury made his 
announcement to the Judge of their inability 
toagree.

The closing scenes in the trial have been 
filled with dramatic incidents. One of these 
occurred when Judge Vaughan had con- 
cluded his argument, and while he was on 
the point of leaving the courtroom Miss 
Margaret Woodruff hastened toward him 
elbowing her way through the crowd, and 
when she reached the attorney she grasped his 
hand and before he was aware of the tender 
congratulation that was being extended him, 
the young lady, without the slightest exhibi- 
tion of ceremony, imprinted upon his lipsa 
smacking kiss of gratitude. 

Another touching tIncident took lace 
while Col. Murphy was addressing the jury. 
During one of his filghts of eloquence the at- 
torney grasped the defendant, andin aloud 
voice that could have been easily 
heard by Maj. Woodruff (who is almost 
deaf) without the aid of the in- 
strument he carries about with him, the ora- 
tor thundered forth into the deafened ear his 
opinion of the confidence the defendant’s 
friends still had in his innocence. 

Maj. Woodruff’s wife, noticing that 
the scene had visibly affected her hus- 
band, whose eyes were beginning 
to assume a glossy appearance, leaned 
toward him, whispered something in the ear 
that was not occupled by the tube of the 
trumpet, through which the eloquence of his 
attorneys was pouring forth inatorrent of 
well-rounded sentences,and then commenced 
patting him upon the back. 

‘ HISTORY OF THE CASE. 

The announcement of Treasurer Woodruft’s 
defaication was first announced on theé6th of 
last December, and created a decided sensa- 
tion not only in Arkansas but throughout the 
country. Théfirst estimate placed the amount 
in which he was short in his aceounts with 
the State at $67,000, though later develop- 
ments increased the figures to nearly 
$100,000. The statementas first telegraphed 
all over the country was at once denied by 
Woodruff and his friends, they claiming that 
an investigation would show that his books 
were allright. The Treasurer, himself, on 
the 7th of December published a card in the 
Little Rock papers setting forth this claim. 
A meeting of Woodruff’s bondsmen was held 
soon after reports of his shortage were made 
public, and the investigation set on foot by 
them and the Governor ofthe St&te revealed 
a defalcation of $96,800. The matter was pre- 
sented to the a and, for a time, 
assumed a political phase, but the final re- 
sult wasthe indictment of Woodruff by the 
Grand-jury charged with embezzling State 
funds and the present trial upon this charge. 
One notable incident of the investigation of 
Woodruff’s accounts wasthearrest of J. L. 
Ray, one of the expert accountants employed 
in the case, charged with the theft of $100,000; 
alleged to have been stolen from the treasury 
vaults pending the investigation. 

The cause of Woodruff’s troubles is the old 
story ofa public officer’s serving friends by 
lending them the people’s money and their 
failure to keep faith with him,

Mexican Customs Regulations Modified— 
The Departments. 

WASHINGTON, D.C., Nov. 13.—The Bureau 
of American Republics has received notice of 
a decree recently issued by the President of 
Mexico removing many of the arbitrary re- 
strictions at the custom-house at the City of 
Mexico. The decree provides that foreign 
merchandise paying duty on entering the 
country at the frontier or maritime custom- 
house shall not be subject to further tax- 
ation beyond the 5 per cent consumption 


tax, calculated on the amountof imported 
duties on beibg introduced into the general 
district. Foreign goods on the free list of the 
tariff shall not pay anything on entering the 
Federal district. 

The Chief of the Bureau of Statistics reports 
that the total value of the exports of domes- 
tic mineral oils from the United States dur- 
ing the month of October, 1891, was $3,840,101. 

The Light-house Beard has decided that the 
light buoys and other aids to navigation on 
the lakes be continuedin operation until the 
close of navigation. As the board has no 
definite information as to when the season 
closes it has opened correspondence with 
Northwestern underwriters on that subject 
with the view of regarding the season open 
so long astheagents will write insurance on 
vessels engaged in the lake trade, 

In his annual report to the Secretary of the 
Navy Ool. Henry Wood, commandant of the 
Marine corps, speaks of the severe strain 
put uponthe marinesat navy yards by the 
increased demand for sea service, resultin 
in dissatisfaction andthe loss of many ol 
soldiers. He urges an increase of the corps. 
Also it is recommended that the provisions of 
the act of Congrees to prevent desertions 
fromthe army be extended toinciude the 
marine corps as well as the provisions of the 
act requiring examinations for promotion. 

The Commissioner of Pensions has _ es- 
tablished a Board of Examining Surgeons at 
Fostoria, O., consisting of Drs. Geo. L. Hoeg, 
T. J. Livers and E. C. Henry. Dr. E. H. 
Spooner of Republic, O., has been appointed 
a member ofthe board of Tiffen, 0O., Vice, 
Dr. Hoege, transferred. 

The receipts from customs at New York 
during the first ten days of November were 
$3,013,803 or $403,997 less than the receipts dur- 
ing the corresponding period last year.

NO MORE PRIZES, 


The Government Prohibits Gifts Being 
Placed in Tobacco Packages. 


‘*Gift tobacco packages’’ must go. This is 
the edict of the Internal Revenue Commis- 
sioner. This morning Collector Wenneker 
received the following important circular on 
the subject: 


To Collectors of Internal Revenue: 

Manufacturers of tobacco in making the gross, tare 
and net weight of packages of tobacco, should in- 
clude in the gross the full weight of the 

ackage and its contents. The tare should 
mee é the full weight of the pail, lining, covering 
etc., 80 that the tare subtracted from the gross will 
give the net weight of the tobacco contained therein 
and expressed by the stamp. Great care should 
be exercised by Oollectors to prevent foreign 
articles of any kind being included in the pactean. 
A practice has grown up which seems to be on the 
increase by which manufacturers have included in 
statutory packages many foreign articles. This practice 
should be discontinued. A package of tobacco means 
a package oontaining tobacco and nothing else. 

‘ou will please notify the manufacturers in your 
district of the necessit BR. soon sent 9 for a full compli- 
ance with the terms 0 scircular. »

The practice of enclosing articles in to- 
bacco, which by the edict must cease, has oc- 
casioned the revenue Officers no small 
amount of trouble. The regulations prescribe, 
very minutely, the weleht and size 
of tobacco packages, but the ad- 
dition of any foreign article 
throws an element of uncertainty on the 
question of the amount of tobacco therein 
contained, and often necessitates an exam- 
ination to see whether it has been sufficiently 
stamped. Henceforth Uncle Sam will have 
his tobacco put up straight, without any ad.

CHILDREN IN PERIL. 


Dangerous Early Morning Fire at the 
St. Louis Children’s Hospital. 


THE LITTLE ONES RESCUED FROM SMOKE 
AND THREATENING FLAMES. 


Firemen, Nurses, Doctors and Neighbors 
Form the Rescue Party~Twenty Help- 
less Invalids Were in the Sick Ward— 
An Improvised Saloon Hospital—The 
Call for Help. 


A few minutes after 6 o’clock this morning 
Matron Sheble of the St. Louis Children’s 
Hospital, located on the southeast corner of 
Jefferson avenue and Adams street, opened 
her bedroom door and stepped out into the 
hallway ofthe hospital, just in time to be 
greeted with. a terrifying cry. One of the 
hospital housegirls, running breathlessly up- 
stairs towards the matron’s room, gasped 
out as she saw the door ope»: 

‘Oh, Mrs. Sheble. the hospital’s on fire! 
The laundry is all ablaze!’’ 

Hardly had the cry been heard than the 
matron, startled as she was, rushed up the 
broad stairway leading to the wards on the 
second floor, givingthe alarm as she went. 
Forty-two children in all were in those 
wards at that moment, and of the forty- 
two, twenty were hed-ridden, and four of 
the number had just undergone serious surgl- 
cal operations. As Matron Sheble hurried up- 
stairs, where these children were, she noticed 
smoke beginning to pour in Dlack volumes 
through dangerous cracks already made in 
the flooring immediately above the laundry, 
which was located in the basement, The 
sight added speed to the matron’s flight 
towards the children’s ward. 

QUICK RESCUE WORK. 

The sudden alarm caused a gathering of the 
hospital working staff in almost incredible 
short order. By the time Matron Sheble 
reached the second floor she was joined by 
Mrs. Mack, the nurse in charge of the third 
floor, Mrs. Balley, day nurse of the second 
floor, Mrs. Packard, night nurse on fhe same 
floor, Mrs. Wheat, day nurse of the 
first floor, and Mrs. Gillman, night 
nurse of that floor, all of whom remain

permanently atthe hospital. It was this lit- 
tle band of six women who first took charge 
of the children as a rescue party, but they 
were only for a moment alone in that good 
work. 

Dr. C. M. Gibson, the resident physician at 
the huspital, heard the first cry of fire sound 
through the morning stillness. Darting down 
the side stairway towards the  base- 
ment, he threw open the door 
leading into the basement. A heavy 
volumofblack smoke, back ofwhich was 
the dulllight of flames, rolled out anden- 
veloped him. The next moment he had 
Slammed the laundry door to, and running 
north on Jefferson avenue turned on an 
alarm from box 317. Then, stillat full speed, 
Dr. Gibson ran back to the hospital and 
hurried to the children’s wards. 

The alarm spread through the immediate 
neighborhood with marvelous swiftness. 
Shoemaker J. W. Fenlon, on the southwest 
corner of Bernard and Jefferson avenue, 
looked out of his — door and saw smoke 
and flames issuing in heavy volumes fromthe 
laundry windows of the Children’s Hospital. 

‘*My God, the hospital’safire!’’ he shouted, 
and like a flash Shoemaker Fenlon had also 
gone to the rescue of the ‘‘hospital chil- 
dren.’’ Blacksmith Rapp, just around the 
corner on Bernard street, saw the flames at 
the same moment and he, too, joined the 
rapidly increasing rescue party. ‘‘Liza’’ 
Williams, a colored girl einployed at O’Neill’s 
grocery, next to Fenlon’s shop, spied the 
fire at the same time. 

‘*I’se gwiheto help sabe dem children!’’ 
shouted Liza, and from that time forward 
She did yeoman work in that direction. 
Hardly had these volunteers rushed to the 
rescue when Engine No. 10 of the Fire De- 
partment, galloping at top speed, whisked 
to a stand stillat Adams street and Jefferson 
avenue and had a line of hose trained on the 
hospital laundry. Kight onthe heels of the 
10’s Came Engine No, 7, and its hose was laid 
from Bernard street and Jefferson avenue. 
Assistant Chief sarry was in charges, 
andhe was up in the children’s ward also 
witha squad of rescuing firemen almostas 
s00N as the work of rescue had begun. 

SAVING THE CHILDREN. 

sy that time every floor of the hospital was 
fllled with smoke, and the double work of 
saving the children from the upstairs floors 
and checking the fliamesthat then had full 
sway inthe basement, was attended with 
unusual difficulties. Fortunately, nearly all 
the children not confined to their beds by 
sickness, had arisen for the day. Under 
Girection of Matron Sheble, the nurses 
quickly plloted these children down stairs 
and across the street to Theo Alles’ grocery 
and saloon on the northwest corner. The 
little tots were all ,jbadly frightened and 
clung, screaming and weeping, to 
the nurses’ hands or to one 
another, but they were gotten out of 
the building in excellent time and were 
left inthe grocery under charge of one of the 
nurses. Then began the trying work of 
rescuing the sick children, It brought about 
ascene that was thrilling as can well be 
imazined, 

With the smoke every minute growing 
more and more dense, the necessarily hur- 
ried work in the wards was done at 
great disadvantage. It was impossible 
to move the cots upon which the frightened 
little sufferers lay, and so, wrapping the bed- 
clothes around the children, the rescuing 
party commenced its work. Matron Sheble 
Dr, Gibson, the nurses, the five domestics 
employed at the hospital, the houseman, the 
squad of firemen andthe two brave men and 
one brave colored girl who had responded 
so quickly _to the call of danger, were 
the rescuing staff. Each one of 
this party, hurrying toa cot upon which lay 
a helpless child, with one quick movement 
gathered the bedclothes about the childish 
form and with another, the child was held in 
a pair of strong arms, ana fhen down the 
stairs, through the blinding smoke, out into 
the wintry morning air and across the street 
tothe haspitable grocery the lightning pro- 
cession * swept. Back again they 
went into the wards to the 
children crying with terror, and the good 
work went on untilat last Matron Shebloe 
drew along sigh of relief and, sinking down 
upon the staircase, gasped out: 

**Thank heaven, they’re all sate!’’ 

And in just ten minutes the Children’s 
Hospital had been emptied of children, and 
& grocery and saloon transformed: into a 
strange and striking hospital ward scene,

The kind-hearted pro- 
pa of the saloon built up a roaring fire in 
is stove, windows and doors were kept 
closed and guarded, and so-the children 
waited while the firemen of 10’s and ‘7’s 
fought the fire in the hospital basement. At 
one time it looked as _ though 
flames would break through 
the basement and envelopes L 
entire building, butat last, after an hour’s 
hard work, they were subdued and gotten 
under control. The basement was completely 
burned out, however, the loss amounting to 
about $600. In addition to this also neariy 
the entire stock of children’s clothing was 
destroyed by the flames, as the week’s wash- 
ing was just being done. It is supposed 
thatthe fire originated in a new ‘‘dryer 
recently placed in the basement. The morn- 
ing fires had been started only a few minutes 
when the flames broke out in the east wall of 
the laundry. 

As soon as the firemen | gts eg the fire 
completely extinguished the children were 
taken back to the hospital and a hurried 
breakfast prepared. The smoke had all been 
driven out of the buliding, but the walls 
and ceilings showed plain traces of the fire 
aud the smell of smoke was most noticeable 
everywhere. Nothing remained ofthe laun- 
dry but the charred and biackened shell of 
the basement interior. 

TWO CHILDREN SUFFERERS. 

To the children, the only serious results of 
the fire are in two instances that are giving 
the hospital staff much concern. Little 
Addie. Dempsey, who on Satur. 
day last had an operation 
performed on her eyes, was sleeping in 
Matron Sheble’s room, It is feared that her 
eyes have been so injured by the smoke that 
rolled into that room, which is immediately 
over the basement, that the child will now 
totally lose its eyesight. Totnmy Mull, a boy 
8 years old, was in the sick ward 
on the second floor suffering with a lung 
complaint. Since the fire and his 
necessary trip acrossthe street in the cold 
air in the early morning, he has had a severe 
chill, and Dr. Gibson ts afraid that pneumonia 
has setin. Witb these exeeptions the forty- 
two children are not injured by their sudden 
removal from the hospital. . 

A CALL FOR HELP. 

The hospital is obliged, however, to send 
out a cry for immediate help, owing 
to the burning of the children’s 
clothing. Matron Sheble states that 
all donations, either of second- 
band or new clothihg, will be most thank- 
fully received, as the children are now really 
in need. The fire was particularly unfortu- 
nate just at this time, also, as the hospital 
board had just expended all available funds 
in adding a new story to the building. Mrs. 
Hugh McKitrick 1s President of the board; 
Mrs. Frank Blair, Vice-President; Mrs. 
Hogan, Secretary, and a number of other 
well-known ladies equally interested 
in the hospital work, The fire 
will seriously cripple. the efforts of 
the hospital to aid destitute children 
unless the public comes to the rescue. Matron 
Sheble aitso desiresto return thanks to the 
neighbors inthe immediate vicinity of the 
hospital for their Kind offers of accom- 
modations for the children during the 
fire and when it was thought that the hos- 
pital building would be destroyed. The 
American Medical College, Dr. McElwee and 
Grocer Alles are among those Included in the 
matron’s thanks.

The notoriety given the case served to at- 
tract to Circuit Court No.1 a sprinkling of 
ladies, who guzed curiously at a good-look- 
ing young man, who sat at the right hand of 
the Clerk’s railing among several friends. 
This was the injured husband,the young

man whose wooing was fast and furious and 
who within six weeks ran away with the 
daughter of his landlady, married her in In- 
dianapolis, returned on Tuesday, got athor- 
ough thumping at the hands of hits family-in- 
law and lost his wife. 

LOOKED SORROWFUL. 

He is apparently 27, wears a curled mous- 
tache, and had the appearance of having 
sought to drown his marital woes in the flow- 
ing bowl. However, sorrow may have given 
him the generally dejected air that char- 
acterized him this morning. Evidently, 
as he sat scowling across’ the bar 
toward the little party made up 
of his wife, father-in-law and sister-in-law, 
he was In anything but a hilarious mood and 
the fact that his wife enjoyed the whole 
affair asahigh joke did nottendto sooth 
him.

Mrs. Schuebert’s Story of How She 
Came to Marry. 


SHE ALLEGES SHE DID NOT KNOW WHAT 
SHE WAS DOING. 


Her Husband Tells a Very Diffsorent Tale— 
He Claims He Has Been Very Badly 
Treated by His Pretty Actress Wife— 
Three Weeks of Marital Trials and 
Tribulations. 


A romantic story was unearthed to-day as 
the sequel to the visit of Joseph Schuebert 
yesterday afternoon to Recorder Hobbs’ of- 
fice where he related a sad story of domestic 
intelicity as the result of three weeks of mar- 
ried life. 

Schuebert stated he was 
19. His wife, he said, was ‘a 
very handsome woman. She, however, 
only sustained marital relations with hi 
for three days, he asserted, though they co 
tinued living together until last Monday 
when he left, so he says, at his wife’sre 
quest. They occupied rooms at 1227 Nort! 
Tenth street, where Mrs. Schuebert now is. 
He has gone to boarding at 902 North Third. 
He is employed, he said, with the™ 
Street Cable Co., but got his foot bur 
has not been at work for a week co 
Schuebert is a foreigner, ubout 35 yea 
and appeared to feel deeply the fact 
bride’s casting him off. 

For three days they were happy. Sch 
did not seemto bear any resentment 
wife and his face lighted up as he refer 
the three first days of their union. H: 
gave an elaborate description of his 
whom, he stated, was a brunette with love 
eyes and soft, wavy hair. She had a well 
moulded form, slightly inclined to be volup- 
tuous. Tie seemed utterly absorbed while 
describing his wife, with whom he is eyl- 
dently much in love. 

SHE WAS AN ACTRESS. 

‘ His wife, he said, had been an actress, and 
had been married before, bherfirst husband’s 
name being Sotern. Shehad also gone, he 
said, by the names of Lou Moore, Lou Hooll 
and Lou Allien, Hie had mar- 
ried her under the name of Lou Moore, 
His wife had toll him, he saiu, that her first 
husband had sent her word that he had got a 
divorce from her, but she told him since their 
marriage that she had gota letter from her 
husband stating that he had not gota dl- 
vorce. , 

After the changein his wife’s conduct to- 
ward him, he claims, she began spending her 
evenings away from home. One night she 
returned, he said, from the Museum ina 
very excited frame of mind. Two de- 
tectives had followed her, so she stated, 
and she told him, he claimed, 
that ifanyone called and asked him if she 
was his wife for himto sooner die than ack- 
knowledge that she was. Schuebert thought 
that his wife was afraid of her first husband, 

She finally told him, he said, that she was 
paying the rent, and for him to leave, that 
she was going with a theatrical company. 

Marriage License Clerk Horman told Schue- 
bert that they could not do anything for him, 
If his wife had married him and 
had another husband living, from whom 
she Was not divorced, that he could have her 
arrested for bigamy. Schuebert departed 
and a reference to the records showed that 
the couple had secured a license on Oct, 19 
and had been married by Justice McCaffery. 

MRS. SCHUEBERT’S STATEMENT, 

A POST-DISPATCH reporter called at the 
number, 1227 North Tenth street, this morn- 
ing. The place has frontand rear buildings. 
The reporter was directed tothe rear build- 
ing and knocked at the door on the ground 
floor. It was opened by a young woman of 
about -27 years of age. She was 
wondrously beautiful, though her fface 

When the reporter ingyuired for Mrs. 
Schuebert she made a grimace and acknowl. 
edged that she was the party. On being toid 
the scribe’s errand she made the following 
statement: 

‘*I did not tell Mr. Schuebert that he must 
leave. I told him that he could make his 
home here, butthat I would not live with 
him as his wife. Ionly knew him a week bDe- 
fore we were married, and I would not have 
married him only thatl was drugged. Do 
you think that he is the kind of a man thatl 
would be likely to marry?’’ 

‘*My father,’’ she continued, ‘‘is well off. 
Ife isa farmer, and livesin Kenton County, 
Ky., near Covington. My maiden name is 
Lulu Moore. My first husband has been a! 
vorced from me for two years, and is married 
again.

THEIR MARRIAGE. 

‘‘I met Mr. Schuebert at the house of a 
woman I used to visit. I only saw hima 
couple of times. I went there one day 
and she asked me to take a drink. [I 
took the drink and in ae ~=short tims 
I—well I1don’t know how to describe ‘it. I 
was under theirinfluence. I was so limber. 
I could talk and walk, but I had to do 
whatever they wanted. While in 
this condition I went to the 
Court-house, they sald, with him 
and got the license. I don’t remember who 
it was that married us. I just remember that 
itwasaman. I didnot come to myself that 
whole night. I have not lHved with Mr. 
Schuebert as hig wife since I recovered from 
— drug, and I won’t, for I do not love 
1im.’’ 

When asked about being on the stage, Mrs. 
Schuebert sald she had been on the stage 
since she was8 yearsold. She impersonated 
male parts since she has grown up, she said, 
She had been living at the place she now is 
before she was married, having rented a 
room from the lady who had been like a 
mother to her. She supported herself by 
doing anything she could get to do. 

Mrs. Schuebert refused to give her stage 
name and dented that she had ever gone by 
any other name when off the stage than her 
maiden name and the name of her first hus- 
band. Her mother is dead, she stated, 
She appeared much disturbed, and asked the 
reporter if she could not have her 
husband,and the woman whom she claimd 
assisted him, punished for drugging her. She 
said Schuebert promised to cali to-day and go 
with her to the Court-houseto seeif a legal 
separation could not be effected. 

A call was made at Schuebert’s boarding- 
house to see what he had tosay tohis wife’s 
charge of being drugged, but he was not in.

Order.

SISTER MARY MARGARET LAID TO REST 
WITH SOLEMN RITES. 


Archbishop Ireland’s Lecture During 
the Kenrick Jubilee Celebration—The 
Dedication of the First Christian 
Church of East St. Louis Next Sunday 
—A Church Reunion—Religious Notes. 


The full solemnity of the Roman Catholic 
burial service was illustrated strikingly yes- 
terday at the funeral obsequtes of Sister Mary 
Margaret, a member of the Order of 
the Carmelites. The services took place 
in the chapel of the Monastery on Victor 
street and Second Carondelet avenue. The 
austerity of the order is never re‘Axed, even 
at the burial of adeceased member, but this 
extreme simplicity added ina grea, measure 
to the impressiveness of theservice. The 
Jarmelites are the. most secluded Qf the 
contemplative orders of the church, Its 
members never catcha glimpse of the out- 
side world, and even their faces are covered 
with a black pall which hides théir features 
from the sight of their fellow-creatures. The 
monastery chapel is divided into 
two parts, the exterior chapel, in 
which is located the altar and pews for the 
faithful,and an interior or community chapel 
for the members ofthe sisterhood. Thetwo 
are separated by an iron grating, behind 
whichis suspendeda heavy black pall. 
this chapel at stated hours 
day and night the sisters 
er and, kneeling on the 
floor, recite the office and psalms. The body 
of the dead nun was laid out inside this 
chapel, incased ina plain pine coffin, 
shrouded in the brown habit of the order and 
bearing inher hand a scroll on which was 
written the names of Jesus, Mary and Joseph 
and the prayer of St. Teresa, the foundress of 
the order. The face was uncovered ana the 
interior of the coffin completely filled with 
wreaths of white flowers. In the outer 
chapel, from where no glimpse of the coffin 
or the community who were gathered round 
it were visible, Rev. Edward Fowler, 
a brother of the deceased sister, 
said the high mass of requiem. During 
the service a choir of female voices chanted 
the ‘‘De Profundis’’ and the Gregorian mass 
forthe dead. After mass Rev. Edward Shea 
said a few wordsin memory of the deceased 
mun, and then the heavy grating was 
opened, and Father Walsh, entering 
the chapel, sprinkled the coffin 
with holy water and pronounced 
the absolution overthe remains. Just before 
the coffin lid was raised Mother Gabriel 
stepped forward and placeda white napkin 
over the face of the deceased, so that the 
features would be hiddenin death as in life. 
The remains werethen taken charge of by 
four young men,who officiated as pall- bearers 
and conveyed to the hearse. The interment 
took place in Calvary Cemetery. It was the 
original custom of the order to bury their 
dead within the community walls. But the 
sanitary restrictions in this country caused 
this practice to be abandoned. 

Sister Mary Margaret was well-known in this 
city as Miss Margaret Fowler. For 
a number of years she was a teacher in 
the public schools ofthis city. Twelve years 
ago she left the world tolead a life of aus- 
terity and self-denial in the Carmelite order. 
She was a model religious, and for the past 
five years had held the important 
position of mistress of novices. 
She was a lady of the highest 
culture, spoke all the modern languages flu- 
ently and was noted for several polished 
translations from the French and Spanish de- 
votional authors. She died on Nov. 10, in the 
g9tn year of her age, of valvular disease of 
the heart. The community of which she was 
a member will feel her lossdeeply. They 
will recite daily for the coming week the 
office of the dead for the eterna) repose of her 
soul, 


Will Not Participate. 

The parishioners of St. Mary’s Church have 
felt so keenly the refusal of the Archbishop 
to allow them to erect their new church on 
Morrison avenue that all preparations for 
the jubilee celebration have lapsed andthe 
parish will be the only one in thecity which 


will not participate. Tne congregation had 
received permission to erectanew church 
and had pugpghased a site, but the loca- 
tion infringe on both St. Vincent’s j 
and the oly Name Parishes. At: 
the request ofthe pastors of St. Vincents, 
the archbishop, when he realizedthe situa- 
tion, withdrew his consent from St. Mary’s 
congregation, but in orderto insure them 
against any pecuniary loss, purchased from 
them the property at the price they paid for 
it. The congregation were not satisfied. Up 
to this time they had made extensive prepar- 
atfons for the Jubilee celebration, but when 
they realized the Archbishop’s decision was 
final, there was noend to their enthusiasm. 
The parents of the children of the parish 
would not allow them to take partinthe 
children’s chorus, so that the parish will not 
be represented inany way during the cele- 
bration. 


Archbishop Ireland’s Lecture. 


One of the most interesting events that will 
occur during the Kenrick Jubilee celebration 
will be the lecture on ‘‘The Church and 


Workingmen’’ by the Most Rev. John Ire- 
land, Archbishop of St. Paul. The recent 
encyclical of Leo XIll. on the labor question 
and Henry George’s reply thereto will receive 
the lecturer’s attention. Archbishop Ireland 
is one of the most noted characters in the 
country, and as this is his first public ap- 
pearance in St. Louis Music Hall will be 
crowded to its utmost limits by the friends 
and admirers of the distinguished ecclesi- 
astic. The Archbishopis one of the leading 
spirits inthe Grand Army of the Republic 
and it is expected that the local posts will 
honor their comrade during his visit. The 
lecture will be for the benefit of the new 
academy of the Visitation at Cabanne. Car- 
dinal Gibbons has written to the sisters ex- 
ressing his intention of being present at the 
ecture. He will occupy a seat upon the 
stage, and at the close of the lecture will hold 
an informal reception.

SHOT BY JIM DAVIS, WHO ENVIED HIM 
HIS WIFE. 


Story of a Romance and Tragedy at Van 
Duzen, Ark., in Which a St. Louisan 
Figured—A Barrel of Bones Found in 
a Morgan Street Tenement House— 
Police News. 


Benjamin Hill of Camden, Ark., arrived in 
the city this morning with the body of Henry 
Woolfmeyer, who was shotin the neck and 
killed at Van Duzen, Ouachita County, Ark., 
by James Davis last Wednesday afternoon. 
Woolfmeyer was a mechanic 28 years of age 
and married.

Davis’ 
sweetheart died and he transferred his af- 
fections to her sister, Woolfmeyer’s 
sweetheart. The rivalry was 
very bitter and Woolfmeyer and 
Davis became avowed enemies. A truce was 
not declared after Woolfmeyer’s marriage. 
Last Wednesday they met and Davis shot 
Woolfmeyer in the neck with a rifle. 
He died the same day. At the in- 
quest Davis was held by the  Cor.- 
oner for murder in the first degree. 
The remains of Woolfmeyer were shipped to 
this city in the care of Mr. Hill, a near friend 
of deceased.

morning, and the funeral will take place to- 
morrow.

AN IMPORTANT TRIAL IN PROGRESS AT 
PEORIA. 


The Whisky Trust Endeavoring to Estab- 
lish the Fact That Lumpy- Jawed Cattle 
Make Good Beef—The State Board of 
Live Stock Commissioners in Opposi- 
tion—Contradictory Expert Testimony. 


PEORIA, Ill., Nov. 13.—There is a case now 
before the Circuit Court which is being 
watched with great interest _by all stock- 
growers and butchers. Itis a suit brought 
by the Whisky Trust against the State Vet- 
erinary and the State Board of Live Stock 
Commissioners to recover damages for 125 
head of cattle shipped from here to Chicago 
‘and destroyed upon theclaim that they had 
the lump jaw. Just preceding this occurrence 
there had been a large-sized scare in Chicago 
concerning this disease and the inspection 
was very strict. When the Whisky Trust 
cattle arrived there nineteen were culled out 
as diseased and the balance mysteriously dis- 
appeared. It afterward developed that the 
entire 125 were dumped into the ‘‘refuse 
tank’’and made into lubricators. The Whisky 
Trust, on trying to establish the fact that 
lump-jaw is not infectious, and that, there- 
fore, the Commissioners had no rightto de- 
stroy the 106 cattle not afflicted with the dis- 
ease. 

The evidence presented in the case 
promises to be very confilcting, and is prin- 
cipally of an expert nature. A number of 
affidavits from physicians were presented to 
the effect that the disease was not con- 
tagious unless the drippings came in 
contact with some raw or abraded surface, 
and some held that the meat was never 
harmful. Much stress was laid upon this 
point, asitis regardedas ofmuch import- 
ance. It was maintained that lumpy-jawed 
cattle have long been suffering under an un- 
just importation, in support of which proof 
was offered that thousands of such cattle had 
been sold to butchers, who had disposed of 
the beef inthe course of trade, and that no 
ill results had been reported. When the 
defense takes the stand evidence will be 
presented tending to show that the beef of 
cattle so afflicted is always unwholesome. 
The outcome of the case will be awaited with 
great interest.

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The Union Market Bill Has Small 
Chance of Passage. 


COUNCILMEN AND DELEGATES HAVE 
SELFISH REASONS FOR KILLING IT, 


The Good Fortune That Came to Delegates 
Dacey and Mullarkey at the Expense 
of a Colleague—Saving Fountain Park— 
The Llama at the Zoo at the Point of 
Death. 


If the friends of the Union Market bill do 
not rouse themselves to earnest work it will 
be defeated. In spite of Comptroller John 
LD. Stevenson’s exposition of the financial ad- 
vantage tothe city that will come with the 
removal of the ugly building, with its smells 
and other nuisances, and the sale of the land 
it occuples, the majority of the members of 
the House of Delegates intend to defeat the 
bill 

Most of them are frank enough to confess 
personal and selfish motives. Councilman 
Charles James isa butcher, and he ts fighting 
the bill for the Union Stock Yards men, who 
who rather unreasonably think that they 
will lose trade with the removal of the mar- 
ket. Counciiman Andrew F. Hoolan hasa 
grocery store near the market, and he thinks 
that his business will suffer if the people who 
now go there to buy or sell goods went some- 
where else. Both these Councilmen have 
taken time by the forelock and, fearing to 
trust the bill withtheir colleagues of the 
Council, are doing some effective work 
against the measure among the members of 
House, 

Delegate James P. Fagan, whois chairman 
ofthe committee that has the Dill,is the 
trusted agent of Councilman Hoolan 
inthe House. He thinks he has enough votes 
to put the bill out of the way, and if he can 
hold his men together he will report it to- 
night. If he has reason to suspect that some 
of his votes are untrustWorthy, when the 
House meets to-night he will bold the billa 
while longer. 

Delegate Thomas Kaye and W. H. 
O’Brien represent the party in the 
House who favor the bill, and believe that 
the advice of the Comptroller should carry 
some weight with it. Thosetwo yesterday 
asked Chairman Eagan if the merchants on 
Sixth street and Broadway had been called to 
meet the Market Committee this afternoon, 
when it considers the bil) for the last time. 

‘*I’m not sure, but I think the clerk has 
sent them notices,’’ said Chairman Eagan, 

‘*You ought to be sure about It,’’ said Dele- 
gate Kaye. ‘‘All of those gentlemen ought to 
be notified.’’ 

‘*Well,’’ said Chairman Eagan, ‘‘I’m going 
down to see Hoolan presently, and I'll stop In 
and tell Mr. Specht. He can let all the others 
know.’’ 

This isa most irregular and reprehensible 
way of carrying on the business of 
the House. If the merchants were 
not called before the committee, it 
is the fault of the clerk, Thomas Barritt, and 
if he did not issue the notices ft is fair to him 
to suppose that he gota hint from the Chair- 
man of the committee that it was not neces- 
sary. Ifthe merchants have not been called 
before the committee while it is represented 
that they have been, it is plain thatthe 
scheme is to report the bill and defeat it be- 
fore its most Influential advocates have had 
a hearing. 


Delegate O’ Brien’s Bad Luck. 


Delegate N. H. O’Brien is certainly an un- 
Incky man, Far back in the spring, he in- 
duced Street Commissioner M. J. Murphy to 


improve Biddle street, getting tired of the 
taunts of his enemies in the Fourteenth 
Ward, who declared that he hadn’t 
enough influence at the City Hall to 
have a cart load of macadam put ona 
crossing. Commissioner Murphy told him 
that he would haveto begin down town and 
work west on Biddle street. ‘‘Any way,’’ 
said the delegate, ‘‘so it is done.’’ 

The Fourteenth Ward begins at Eighteenth 
Street. Every{day Delegate O’Brien went 
down Biddle to gee. how the laborers were 
getting on. He saw them  oObuilding 
up the street through Delegate James 
A. ‘Dacey’s ward, Patrick Mullarkey’s, 
and Delegate Louis Dieckmann’s. The next 
was his, and he joyfully told his constituents 
that. thelr days of pioughing through mud 
were over. But, to his horror, the work 
suddenly stopped, just as the carts and the 
shovels reached the line of his ward. He 
went post haste to the City Hall. ‘‘Wecan’t 
do anything more on Biddle street till next 
year,’’ said Street Superintendent John 
Duffy; ‘‘our appropriation has given out.’’ 

Delegate O’Brien stared at him in dismay. 
‘I’m a lost man,’’ said he. ‘‘I’ve been 
working and talking about this thing fora 
year, and all I’ve done has gone to bolster up 
the reputation of Decey and Mullarkey, I’ll 
have to resign my seat, I’m afraid.’’ 


Protecting Fountain Park. 

A bill is pending in the Assembly to run 
Euclid avenue north through Fountain Park, 
a little public square in the western part of 
the city, which was established and placed in 


charge of the Park Commissioner about a 
yearago. Since, trees were planted there, 
and it began to put on a 
pretty appearance, many people have 
bought lots and built houses around the 
place, thinking they would have a play 
ground for their children. The house owners 
are bitterly opposeu to the Lo Sener to 
run a@ street through the park, believing that 
this will make the place utterly unfit for the 
use of the little ones. There is a case now 
pending in the Supreme Cuurt of the State in 
which it is sought to show that openinga 
street through a park abandons it for park 
purposes, and the bill will probably be held 
till this suit is decided.

Sensational Incidents in the Murder Trial 
at Catskill, N. Y. 


CATSKILL, N. Y., Nov. 13.—The George trial 
is a succession of sensations. The latest one 
developed when Dr. Erway, who Is also 
under indictment for implHcation in the 
ueath of Lotta Townsend with the Leed’s 


pastor, was on the witness stand, As the 
story of Lotta Townsend’s sufferings and un- 
necessary death came out in his unguarded 
admissions the aversion that was felt to- 
ward him by the menin the crowded court 
room could hardly be repressed. Erway’s 
attitude was cringing in the extreme, 

The doctor said he wasa consistent mem- 
ber of the Methodist Church and joined 
Preacher George in praying for the tortured 
girl when it become apparent that she must 
die. 

When George was onthe stand,under cross- 
examination, Mr. Osborne asked him: 

‘*Will you please describe your cranial im- 
pressions when you are seized with one of 
the irresistible impulses of which you 
speak?’’ 

‘*] see,’’ answered George, ‘‘what seems 
to meto be the starry heavens, and this is 
accompanied by an indescribable fear of de- 
tection. Nothing is too dear to gain secrecy 
to cover up whatI have done. There ts pres- 
enta demon offear. I hear voices saying- 
‘George,’ or ‘Mr. George,’ and I turn and 
find no one there. I havetitle most unaccount- 
able nightmares. 1 assume the shapeof a 
devil-fish, or sometimes of a sea-serpent.

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Gen. Palmer Receives Attention From 
the Atlanta “Constitution.” 


HIS PATRIOTIC INDIGNATION SAID TO 
BE PARTISAN AND SECTIONAL. 


No Confederate Flags Were Carried in the 
Grady Monument Procession — Gov. 
Russell Boomed for the Democratic 
Nomination for President—What Is 
Being Done in the Field of Politics. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 13.—The Constitution, in 
explaining the evident masapprehension 
under which Gen. Palmer, Commander-in- 
Chief of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
labors, as regards a conspicuous display of 
Confederate flagson the occasion of the un- 
velling of the Grady monument, says editor- 
lally concerning his interview: 

**This is not the talk of asoldier, It is sec- 
tional and partisan all the way through. 
There was no display of Confederate flags at 
the unvelling of the Grady monument. If 
there had been such a display among the 
picturesque decorations of the occasion it 
would have been all right, but nobody 
thought of it. A company of Confederate 
veterans carried in procession a 
war relic in the shape of a 
tattered banner under which they had 
fought in a hundred battles. All genuine 
soldiers understand the significance of such 
anincident. This relic or souvenir was re- 
garded by old confederates simply asa relic, 
areminder oftheir heroism and suffering in 
the past. In all ages soldiers who are vic- 
torlous or vanquished have affectionately 
treasured their uniforms, their flags, their 
swords and other souvenirs of their cams 
paigns. For a century after the War of the 

‘oses, descendants of the rival houses of 
York and Lancaster proudly displayed their 
red and white roses, and they were none the 
less loyal to England for doing so. Through 
all the changes of government in 
France there has never been 
a time when an old soldier 
would not wear in public the Legion of Honor 
cross, presented to him by the first Napoleon. 
Soidiers understand this sort of thing and 
only politiclans and narrow-minded bigots 
misrepresent it. Whenthe Grady monument 
was ubvetled Atlanta was literally crowded 
with Federa) flags from the monument to the 
suburbs. Gen. Slocum and other Union 
officers, soldiers and veterans saw nothing 
but Union flags everywhere. Gen. Palmer 
misrepresents Mr. Grady when he says that 

he would not have countenanced Con federate 
veterans and their war relics. That is pre: 
cisely what Mr. Grady did when Jefferson 
Davis paid his last visit to Atlanta. There 
was sume talk at that time about a 
few Confederate fags. Several North. 
ern Kepublican newspaper corres pond.- 
ents wore them and Mr. Grady very happliy 
and satisfactorily made it plain to the coun- 
try that the loyal South had only one flag 
but she had a right under that flag to treas. 
ure her scars, her souvenirs and her relics, 

There is no latter day sentiment about it 
and women, boys and rebels have nothing to 
do with it. The people from Virginia to 
Texas are loyal to one fag and one country 
but they are proud of their old battle-fleids.

The Right of Catholics to Contravene 
the Pope’s Latest Encylical. 


THE LAND QUESTION LEADS TO AN IN- 
TERESTING CONTROVERSY. 


Archbishop Corrigan Quoted in an Inter- 
view as Stating That All Catholics 
Must Adopt the Opinion of the Pope on 
the Question of Private Property—A 
Local Authority Interviewed. 


The question of the power of authority car- 
ried by the recent encyclical letter of His 
Holiness, Pope Leo XIII., covering the doc- 
trine of land ownership, is now being raised 
ina peculiar way. Followingits publication 
and world-wide discussion, and the publica- 
tion of Henry George’s reply tothe Holy 
Father’s views favoringthe private owner- 
ship of land, the New York Herald 
undertook to secure the opinion of many of 
the Catholic clergy in New York city regard 
ing,especially,George’s reply tojthefencyclical 
letter. The results of the WHerald’s efforts 
have been somewhat pecullar, and have 
brought the New York Standard, the leading 
Single-tax organ, tothe front in a lengthy 
editorial which discusses the issue of *the 
encyclical’s proper weight with Catholics in 


' away thatraises a particularly interesting 


point. 
Tne members of the clergy seen by the 


Herald’s interviewers disposed ofthe Henry 
George reply tothe encyclical letterin very 
short order. They took the position that 


‘**they must believe, irrespective of what Mr. 


George might say, that the Pope was right.’’ 
But their position was immediately severely 
criticised by one of theirown number, Rev. 
Father Thos. Ducey, pastor of St. Leo’s 
Church of New York City, 
who took issue with them 
in a published expression of 
opipion somewhat remarkable for its bold 
Father Ducey, in his in- 
terview, expressed regret that those priests 
‘*had placed the church ina ridiculous posi- 
tion:’’ He then illustrated his opinion in the 
following expression: 

‘*A, writes an article. 
article. C., D., E. et al. 
opinion about A. and B., 
‘A. is right because we think so. 
for daring to have any opinion of his own. 

REBUKED BY ARCHBISHOP CORRIGAN. 

Father Dvycey’s interview had no sooner 
been published than that priest was sum- 
marily corrected by Archbishop Corrigan of 
the diocese of New York. The Archbishop 
compelled Father Ducey to publish a dls- 
claimer of the above views, and then toa 
Herald reporter he gave the following reasons 
for exacting the disclaimer: 

The whole matter is very simple. If Father Ducey 
had thought for an instant of the character of the en- 
cyclical he would bh: ive avoided the error he com- 
mitted. He seems forthe moment to have lost sight 
of the factthatthe Holy Father is the teacher and 
every (atholic must regard him as the supreme 
earthly enticed The Holy Father having advanced 
in the encyclical the doctrine of private property in 
land, it became the duty of every one in the church 
to accept 't unquesti onably. 

Now, in disc ussing the matter Father Ducey al- 
luded to the Holy Father as ‘*A’’ and to some one 
else as **B,’’ andsoon. The other gentlemen who 
were interviewed simply said in effect: **There is 
nothing for us to do but to accept what has been ad- 
vanced by the Holy See. He has settled that for us.’’ 
Now there is no other view to be taken, no matter 
what any man may write. Itis just like a well-estab- 
lished doctrine laid down In the Holy Scriptures, and 
it is to be followed justas closely and unquestion- 
ingly by all those who believe in the holy church. 

The Standard, taking these several confilct- 
ing opinions from tne Herald columns, calls 
attention to the fact that Archbishop Cor- 
rigan’s statement referred to no ex-cathedra 
utterances of the Pope, buttoan essay upon 
subjects essentially political. It then de- 
claresthat a logical following out of Arch- 
bishop Corrigan’s reasoning would _ ren- 
der a papal expression on such political 
issues as those of protection and free 
trade, silver coinage, prohibition, etc., 
equally binding upon C atholics as is the en 
cyclical letter treating of land ownership, 
according to the New York Archbishop’s 
views. Arguing against the construction of 
the authority of the recent encyclical, the 
Standard calls attention to the many proofs 
that Catholics in the United States have given 
that they recognize papal infallibility only 
in ex cathedra utterances, and to the 
further proofs that in public ‘office Catholics 
have invariably performed the duties of their 
stations in apparent emery oie of all other 
authority other than that from which they 
held theircommissions. Olosing its review 
of the situation the Standard says: 

It is a duty of the laymen of the Catholic Church— 

f notto their church. then atleast to their non-Catho- 

ic fellow-citizens who Comers the necessity of any 
policy that may even seem like religious proscription 
—to warn their ecclesiastical superiors of the danger 
of allowing Archbishop Corrigan’s utterance to stand 
unrebuked and unquestioned.

The clergy have been a trifle re- 
luctant to pass upon the point without deeper 
study than they have given it as yet, but lay- 
men have not hesitated to differ widely from 
Archbishop Corrigan’s views of the authority 
of the encyclical. From an interview had by 
a Post-DISPATCH reporter with one authorti- 
tative member of the clergy this morning, it 
would appear probable also that the New 
York Archbishop’s views are indorsed by the 
clergy ina body. 

‘*‘Any utterance from the Holy Father,’ 
said this priest, ‘‘should be received by © ati. 
lics with all the respect dueto the Church’s 
authority. Itis always safe to say that such 
utterances are not lightly made, but that in- 
stead they are sure to be based on 
the scriptural authority 
and public only after 
profound study and meditation. The recent 
encyclical was doubtless discussed with the 
council before it was issued, and will be 
found to be tin thorough harmony with the 
teachings of the church of which tne Holy 
Father is the authoritative teacher. The re- 
spect for his authority and the bowing to his 
expressions of the papal ruling may in this 
instance be compared to a decision from the 
Supreme Court. Sucha decision is received 
by lawyers as the final ruling in the case and 
as demanding that respect due to the highest 
legal authority. 

PRIVATE OPINION NOT SACRIFICED. 

‘*‘Butsuch an acceptance of the rulings 
does not carry with it a necessity for the 
sacrifice or surrender of private opinion.

SCHOOL BOARD COMMITTEES. 


President Bartholdt Begins Work on a 
Rather Difficult Task. 


President kichard Bartholdt of the School 
Board has started into perform the most 
trying task of his executive career, and that 
is to prepare his list of committees and have 
it ready for announcement at the next 
regular meeting of the Board 
which takes place Tuesday evening 


Dec. 8. The new President has ten standing 
committees toappoint and these will have 
fifty-one members inall. In the order of 
importance they are classed as_ follows: 
Ways and Means, Teachers, Building, Course 
of me Land and Leasing, Supplies, Audit- 
ing, Rules, Salary, Library. 

President Bartholdt began work yesterday 
and consulted with several of his colleagues 
as tothe best men for the best committees. 
Speaking to a PosST-DISPATCH representative 
to-day he said: ‘‘I have not decided to do 
anything as yet and I propose to proceed 
very carefully. My intention is to pay as 
much heed to the recommendations 
of the gentlemen who voted against 
me, as those who expressed their confidence 
in me, by electing me president. I want to 
see all the members and I want their sug- 
gestions. It is a big task to appoint these 
committees, and I want to hear from all the 
gentlemen ‘in the board.. I hope it will be 
possible to appoint sucha list as will give 
satisfaction to the public first and to the 
board itself next.’’ 

Though Mr. Bartholdt has declined to tell 
what he is going todo, it is considered as 
good as settled that W alter F.McEntire will 
be;Chairman of the Theachers’ Committee in 
lieu of the Building Committee, which Vice- 
President Blair has concluded to take him- 
self. Owing to the uncertainty of 
Macklin holding his seat, it 
is doubted that he will receive the chairman- 
shipofthe Ways and Means Committee, or 
any important organization of the board. ‘Di- 
rector Bus is expected to get either the Com- 
mittee on Course of Study or  Sup- 
plies, if he does not get the Ways and 
Means chairmanship, and Brockman, 
Walt and Collins are to be well 
assigned. Theseare the new members who 
joined with the holdover directors in electing 
Dr. Bartholdt, 

Macklin’s friends have a well-developed 
feeling of animosity toward Director Fisse 
for his war on that member holding a 
seat in the Board, and they 
say he will get a very small 
share of the Committee honors.
